THE RIVERSIDE CITRUS FAIR. 


W e some time since, when announcing the 
tim e of holding the Riverside Citrus Fair, 
promised our readers that, as we had no 
doubt m any of them felt a lively interest in 
this exhibition, as we ourselves did, we should 
watch it closely and give them such an ac­ 
count of it as would convey to them many 
valuable hints in the cultivation of citrus 
fruits. 
W e are now enabled to redeem our 
promise in part, as the Press ami H orticult­ 
urist comes to us filled w ith interesting par­ 
ticulars of the fair. 
The fair opened on 
Tuesday, the 25th of February, and contin­ 
ued two days, and from the general account 
was a decided success as a sb/>w and a prac­ 
tical study for those who v en t to learn. The 
exhibition, though callea a citrus fair, in­ 
cluded 
raisins, f i'• 
and 
olives, 
Zante 
currants, 
almonds, 
prunes, 
lim e 
juice, 
orange 
mar nalade, 
pulverized 
lemons, 
and vari' us other articles of home m anufac­ 
ture from the citrus fruits. 
The premiums 
offered embraced a large range of m erits or 
excellences in various 
forms. 
The first 
premium offered was for the best display of 
citrus fruits grown by one exhibitor in the 
c -unties of San Diego, Los Angeles, Ventura 
and Santa Barbara. 
The exhibitions made 
for this premium occupied about one-third of 
all space devoted to the fair, and the entries 
for it were made by Geo. C. Swan, of San 
Diego ; Albert G. Clark, of Orange, L os A n­ 
geles county, and S. Richardson, of San 
Gabriel, Los Angeles county. 
The com­ 
m ittee awarded this premium to George C. 
Swan, of San Diego. 
It w ill be remembered 
that Mr. Swan obtained the first premium 
at 
our 
last 
State 
Fair 
for the largest 
and best display of 
semi-tropical 
fruits. 
The com m ittee, however, in their report, 
said if Mr. Clark had exercised greater care 
in the selection of his fruit, they had no 
doubt they would have been justified iu giv­ 
ing him the preference. 
Though there was 
a premium offered for the best display Of 
citrus fruits grown 
in the State north of 
L os Angeles and Santa Barbara there were 
no entries for the premium. 
R ight here we 
desire to say that this fact should not be 
takeu by our frieuds of Southern California 
as an evidence that there are no localities 
north of the counties named that could not 
have made a creditable display. 
W hile we 
in Central California did not enter into the 
cultivation of citrus fruits early enough to 
exhibit very extensive collections, yet Sacra­ 
m ento or .Marysville, or even some locali­ 
ties 
as 
far 
north 
as 
B u tte 
county, 
could 
have 
exhibited 
oranges 
that 
would 
have 
compared 
very 
favorably 
in their exhibition, and we expect in time to 
prove this fact to them, by placing our pro­ 
ducts beside theirs at our State Fairs, and 
jnaybe some future Citrus Fair at Riverside. 
Of course, our Riverside friends will rejoice 
at such success by us justasbeartily asw enow 
rejoice that they are succeeding so admirably. 
There were three com petitors for the best 
display of citrus fr ots grown by one person 
in the county of San Bernardino, and Messrs. 
Shugart and W aite were awarded first pre­ 
m ium . For the premiums offered for the best 
budded .-range wherevergrown there were fifty 
entries, including the following-named varieties 
of orangeB: 
M editerranean Sweet, D uR oi, 
large St. M ichael, sm all St. M ichael, K eller’s 
B est, K onali Naval, Acapulco, Chinese Dwarf, 
M andarin, R ose’s Best, Bouquet, W ashing­ 
ton N aval, N aval on orange root, N aval ou 
lem on root, Konah on orange root, K onah on 
C hina or lemon root, Acapulco on China 
lem on root, M alta Blood on China lemon root, 
Chuchupin on China lemon root, Mediterra­ 
nean Sw eet on orange root, M alta Blood on 
orange root, Pischon’s Best on orange root, 
large S t. M ichael on orange root, large St. 
M ichael on China lem on root, sm all St. 
M ichael on orange root, sm all St. M ichael 
on China lemon root, Rio, small or paper- 
rind S t. M ichael, budded M ission on orange 
root, A sher’s Best, China Mandarin or Tun- 
guerine, W ilson’s Best. 
There were m any 
duplicates of the same varieties by different 
parties, but the above we believe were all the 
varieties grown on different roots as tests. 
T he com m ittee awarded the first premium to 
W . C. K im ball, of San Diego, for a N aval 
orange, 
and 
the 
second 
premium 
to 
A . 
P . 
Coombs, 
of 
Riverside, 
for 
a 
D u Koi orange. 
The com m ittee failed to 
state w hat roots these oranges were grown 
opon, whether orange 
or lemon, 
but as 
it is not stated we presum e 
they were 
both 
grown 
on 
the 
orange 
root. 
F or the premiums offered for the best seed­ 
ling orange there were 36 entries and 36 
specim ens. 
The names of varieties were not 
given at all, as, of course, these could not be 
known. 
A s m any of our readers are grow­ 
ing more or less seedling oranges and trees, 
and are interested especially in this branch of 
th e business, we w ill give here the report of 
the committee in full, and we call special at­ 
tention tc the remark of the com m ittee on 
some Panama oranges presented to them for 
comparison with the California grown : 
Your committee had placed before them 
tbirty-six specimens of oranges selected from 
all the exhibits of the seedling orange in the 
b a ll; each orange had a number given it by 
which number it was only known to the com­ 
m ittee. Am ong so many oranges, from which 
the com mittee were expected to select the 
best two, we found a difficult task. 
W e need 
not assure you that the presence of all our 
discrimination was required in our attack 
upon the luscious fruit. 
The oranges were 
cu t ami tasted, at first with vigor, after­ 
wards more sparingly, until the end was 
reached, and it was found after our ar­ 
duous iabors that to the orange 
known 
to 
us 
as 
4 a 
your 
committee 
would 
award the first premium, and the orange 
numbered and lettered 18b we selected as 
the second best, for the second premium. 
One thing particularly was noticed b y your 
com m ittee, that the largest oranges were not 
the sw eetest or best flavored ; also that some 
had been longer from the trees than others, 
which prevented the com m ittee from getting 
at the equal m erits of the fruit. 
W e would 
suggest ten days’ picking of the orange be­ 
fore being exhibited as a g o o i rule to adopt. 
W e had presented to us for comparison some 
oranges from Panam a, and their insipidity 
rem oved the flavor of the oranges we tested 
from tim e to time, and in this way we were 
glad to have them —to freshen us in our at­ 
tacks. 
N o. 4 is a seedling, grown by T . W . 
Cover, of Riverside. 
N o. 18 is a seedling, 
grown by G. W . Garcelon, of Riverside. 
The next premiums were offered for the 
best orange, the largest orange, and the 
largest cluster of 
oranges on exhibition. 
There 
were 
tw elve 
entries, and 
as we 
suppose 
this 
premium 
for 
the 
best 
orange on 
exhibtion was 
intended as a 
test between budded oranges and seedling 
oranges, we give the report of the committee 
in full, which also states the size of the 
largest orange on exhibition: 
W e find upon careful measurement of all 
the oranges presented in com petition that 
N o. 12 is the largest, the size being 131 in 
transverse by 143 longitudinal circumference 
m easurem ent. N o. 12 belongs to L . G . Riley, 
of Orange, and is the N avel grown on the 
lim e stalk. 
The largest and finest cluster—E n try N o. 
4 consists of a single stem or cluster of thir­ 
teen oranges, seedlings, smooth skin, bright 
strong color and of uniform su e—above the 


average. 
W e award it the merit of being the 
finest cluster on exhibition. 
E ntry N o. 4 be­ 
longs to T . W . Cover. 
Best orange on exhibition—Y our com m it­ 
tee are unanim ously agreed that the seedling 
tested by us is the richer flavor of the two va­ 
rieties presented to us, and we have therefore 
swarded the premium to the seedling variety. 
Entry N o. 4, by T . W . Cover, of Riverside, 
takes the premium. 
In the seventh class the premiums were for 
best and second best lemons. 
There were 
thirty-four entries, and they embraced the 
following 
varieties: 
Seedlings, 
Lisbons, 
Sweet-rind, Sicily Seedling, Lisbon on China 
lemon root, Lisbon on orange root. Málaga, 
S'.veet-rind on China 
lemon root, 
China 
lemon, K nobby Seedling, Australia, Olivia, 
Eureka, W olfskill’s X X and Bouton. 
The 
com mittee reported as follows, and we would 
call special attention to their remarks on the 
comparison of 
foreign 
and 
hom e-grown 
lem ons: 
Y our com m ittee on lemons would beg leave 
to report that they exam ined a large number 
of lem ons placed before them, but the time 
for work was tooshort todo the subject justice. 
They first exam ined the fruit for size, taking 
for a standard a lemon that would weigh 
from four to five ounces, marking it 10 ; if 
the lemon was either smaller or larger than 
tiiis standard the mark was reduced one for 
every 
half 
ounce 
above 
five or 
below 
four. 
The fruit was then cut, and thick­ 
ness of rind, texture of pulp, and num ­ 
ber of seeds were marked, ten being con- 
si.iercd perfect, and fruit inferior on any 
of 
these 
points was marked accordingly. 
A t this point one-half of each lemon was 
used for a lemonade, which, after standing a 
few hours, was tested for bitterness. 
About 
one-third of the truit was rejected, as having 
a bitter 
rind. 
This report is not made 
as 
complete 
as 
it 
was 
intended 
to 
make 
it, 
as 
the 
fruit 
was 
not 
in 
condition for making thorough tests. 
Most 
of it was picked from the tiee just before 
being sent to the exhibition, while a few sam­ 
ples had been picked for from four to six 
weeks, and w ere thoroughly sweated. 
These 
few samples had a thinner rind, more juice, 
and a larger percentage of citric acid, while 
the fruit just takeu from the tree had a 
thicker rind, less juice and a smaller percent­ 
age of citric acid. 
A lemon will increase in 
value for four weeks after being picked from 
the tree, anil should therefore never be sent 
to market until it has passed through the 
sweat. 
Imported lemons do not reach a 
market for several weeks after being picked, 
and this one cause alone is enough to give 
them a good standing when placed beside 
fruit freshly picked. A n imported lemon was 
examined by the com m ittee in connection 
with the California fruit. 
W hile it stood 
better 
than 
some 
of 
the 
fruit, it 
was 
inferior 
to 
half 
of 
the 
samples 
te ted 
as 
regards 
texture 
of 
pulp, 
thickness 
of rind, number of seeds and flavor. 
In fact, 
there were no lemons that had passed through 
a sweat that stood so poorly as the imported 
fruit. 
There was not time to make acid 
tests of all the lemons on exhibition, but 
takiug three samples which were very fine, 
and which were nearly perfect as regards the 
five points mentioned, they were subjected to 
the acid test with the following result, as 
regards the two beat: 
Lisbon lemon, grown 
by J . W . W olfskill, of Los Angeles, con­ 
tained a juice uf which 8.56 per cent, was 
citric acid, and a Eureka lemon, also grown 
by Mr. W olfskill, contained a juice of which 
7.75 per cent, was citric acid. 
These lemons 
being the best examined, aud being consid­ 
ered equal, except as regards strength of acid, 
the Lisbon lemon is awarded the first premi­ 
um and the Eureka lemou the Becond. 
Both 
lemons were budded on an orauge root.

AGRICULTURAL 
SELECTIONS. 


S a l t .—Occasionally we have an inquiry in 
regard to Using salt as a fertilizer. 
In nearly 
all ages and countries salt has been used as a 
manure. 
W hile it acts as a feeder to plant.-, 
it performs the office also of a solvent, dis­ 
solving, in the fluid state, other substances, 
ami rendering them available as plaut food. 
B ut it should be used with care, especially iu 
a dry season, or iu dry climates, where the 
rainfall is deficient. 
It should never be ap­ 
plied directly to plants, although som etimes 
it is applied to cabbage to hasten their head­ 
ing, ana render them more solid— [Prairie 
Farmer. 


B o n e D u s t . — Bone dust w ill doubtless be 
beneficial in supplying phosphates or bone 
earth, which all grain crops remove from the 
soil. 
I t w ill add, at least, in restoring fer­ 
tility. 
It may be sown broadcast with small 
grain in the spring, o» can be harrowed in 
alone. 
It should not be plowed iu, for its 
tendency is to sink rapidly. The quantity ap­ 
plied to the acre varies with circumstances 
or the opiuions of different persons. 
Ten or 
tw elve bushels per acre are usually applied, 
though a greater quantity is often used. 
N o 
definite estim ate of increased advantage in 
yield of crop thus treated can be given be­ 
cause of so mauy contingencies aud diverse 
conditionsiu different cases.—[Frairie Farmer. 


C a l o m e l i n T o m a t o e s.—-An old subscriber 
and friend writes us that a celebrated French 
chem ist aud physician, who has analyzed to­ 
matoes, declares that they contain all the 
elem ents of calomel, and he has known them 
to salivate persons. 
She wishes our opinion 
on this subject, and we have only to say that 
this idea has been going the rounds of the 
press for more than thirty years. 
It is a 
laleehood from beginning to end. 
The idea 
that they produce salivation m ay possibly 
have originated from the fact that, eaten in 
large quantities by some persons, the acid of 
the fruit seems to irritate those parts of the 
mouth with which it comes m contact. 
The 
idea that tomatoes cause cancer is another 
superstition, the outgrowth of the former 
notion that 
tomatoes were unfit to eat. 
They cause neither caucer nor salivation, aud 
may be eaten with im punity by most per­ 
sons, and often with great benefit.—[H erald 
of H ealth. 


A n 
A r t i f i c i a l M o t h e r .— A good arti­ 
ficial mother for chicks over three weeks old 
m ay be made in the following m anner: Drive 
two sm all stakes into the ground, at a dis­ 
tance of from 18 inches to three feet, accord­ 
ing to the number of chickens to be brooded. 
Tne stakes should be about 24 inches long, 
and all but 10 ioches should be driven into 
the ground. 
Then nail a light piece of wood 
of the proper length to the end of each 
of the stakes, so as to form the frame-work 
of a miniature tent. 
N ow stretch a large 
piece of cloth (a sack or two are good) across 
the ridge pole, pinning the ends down at each 
side—exactly as though you were putting up 
a tent. 
The two ends w ill then be open. 
If 
you like, an extra sack m ay be laid over one 
end, so as to prevent a draft, while the other 
end should be left open. 
If this “ m other” 
be placed on the spot occupied by the one 
which was used when the chicks were smaller, 
they w ill readily make the change, and, if 
over three weeks old, w ill thrive as well as if 
still furnished with artificial heat. 
This kind 
of “ mother ” is inexpensive, and prevents all 
stifling or crushing of the chicks. 
N o more 
than seventy-five or one 
hundred chicks 
should be kept under one brooder.—[Califor­ 
nia P oultry News. 
M aplb S cgab.—J oe Pippin has an old- 
fashioned maple sugar camp, ou a small 
scale, in full blast at the Powder W orks. 
H e has tapped about a dozen small, white 
maple trees, and during the prevalence of the 
late frosty weather they yielded about 10 
gallons of sap daily. 
From this he has been 
manufacturing both syrup and sugar. 
This 
is the first instance we have known of sugar 
beiug manufactured from maple trees iu Cali­ 
fornia. —[Courier.

Answer.—In 1800 Bonaparte succeeded in 
inducing the Spanish Government to retrocede 
Louisiana to France. 
H e then sold it to the 
U nited States for $15,000,000. 
The country 
comprehended the present State of Louisiana 
and all the country to the north aud west be­ 
tween the M ississippi and the Pacific, excppt 
such parts as were occupied bv Spain, aud as 
far north as the British territory. 
During 
Tyler’s administration there was a critical 
situation 
with 
England 
relative to 
the 
northern boundary. 
Lord Ashburton aud 
Daniel W ebster arranged the m atter by 
treaty, which was ratified by the Senate 
A ugust 20, 1842. 
If there was any offer to 
sell to the British Government it did not be­ 
come a m atter of record iu political history. 
The conventions which settled the boundary 
or frontier line between British Am erica and 
the U nited States were known as the con­ 
ventions of 1839 and 1846.

Sainte-Beuve says 
she wrote early witli facility and grace and 
sent forth creditable short essayB at the age 
of 15 or 16 years, as well as some novelettes 
and some translations uf odes of Horace. She 
was a great letter writer, aud nightly wrote 
down 
the 
events of the day preceding. 
She wrote two romances and a work on “ F e­ 
male Education.” Madame Remusat was born 
in 1780 and was grand niece to Louis X V I. 
She married an aged magistrate of the Su­ 
preme Court and lived a life of retirement for 
several years—one of quiet enjoym ent and 
intellectual culture. Madame Bonaparte made 
her one of her ladies in waiting, and her hus­ 
band Prefect of the palace, She died in 1821, 
about 60 years before her memoirs were given 
to the world. Says Sainte-B euve: “ In 1815, 
during the hundred days, some peculiar cir­ 
cumstances, which she doubtless exaggerated, 
excited her alarm on the score of these papers, 
teem ing as they were with items anil with 
names. 
She sallied forth to place them in 
the keeping of a friend, but, failing to find 
her, she returned in haste and threw them 
into the fire. 
Before an hour had elapsed she 
regretted what she had done. 
It was not 
until the publication of Madame de Stael’s 
work on the French Revolution that she felt 
the courage to undertake once more the col­ 
lection 
of 
her 
reminiscences. 
In

incomparable 
nar­ 
rative, those w ill be partially indemnified 
who

the second.” 
The memoirs lift the veil from the leading 
actors of the period treated. 
H er chapters 
have all the charm of romantic fiction with 
what there is every reason to believe the 
power of truth. 
She was a simple, easy 
writer, not brilliant, but very skillful in nar­ 
rative. 
The record she kept was an accurate 
one. 
H er powers of observation were grea t; 
nothing escaped her, and she saw generally 
clearly. 
Napoleon, on separating from Jose­ 
phine, knowing Múdame Rem usat’s habit of 
recording daily events, aud her memory of 
conversations, distrusted her. 
H e sent her 
husband into exile subsequently. 
It is set­ 
tled that the rewritten memoirs are a very 
faithful picture of the times and an honest 
narrative of events, presenting accurately the 
feelings, expressions, passions and sym pathies 
of the historic characters, and giving a clear 
insight into the real relations of Napoleon 
and Josephine.

AGRICULTURISTS WHOSE INTERESTS ARE. 


THOSE OF THE MINERS. 


Foothill F arm ing and its R elation to Min­ 
in g —W hy H ydraulic M ining Should 
Not Cease. 


E n s. 
R e c o r d - U n i o n : 
It is universally 
admitted that the “ debris” question is one 
of momentous importance, but at the same 
time im partial observers are compelled to con­ 
fess that the discussion thus far has been one­ 
sided, and therefore incomplete. 
A s the case 
now stands the public supposes that the con­ 
troversy is wholly between agriculturists and 
miners. 
Arguing from this stand-point it is 
easy to assume that agriculture is the essen­ 
tial basis of State life, and that m ining being 
an “ ephemeral industry,” m ust therefore 
give w ay to the demands of the husbandman. 
I admit that great shrewdness has been man­ 
ifested in this method of stating the case, 
but the elem ent of fairness is entirely lack­ 
ing, and any solution that may be based upon 
this practical statem ent of the problem will 
be wholly unworthy of our day and genera­ 
tion. 
W e are engaged in a m ighty work, 
even the upbuilding of an empire as extensive 
as the territory between Boston and Charles­ 
ton, South Carolina, and we cannot afford to 
surrender our judgm ent to passion, clap-trap 
or ignorance. 
There is another and hitherto 


AN UNNOTICED FACTOR 
In the problem that is quite as im portant as 
any that has been considered, and one that 
must be discussed before we can be either 
just to ourselves or the subject. 
I assert that 
there is an agricultural interest that espouses 
the miners’ side of the case, and I shall prove 
that that interest is, prospectively at least, as 
im portant to the State as the other agricul­ 
tural interest that opposes hydraulic mining. 
If I succeed in placing before the public a 
fair and convincing statem ent of this fact, 
thoughtful and broad-minded statesm en will 
be better prepared for just aetion and he 
enabled to escape the beguilement that now 
threatens to seduce their judgment. 
The 
foothill farming lands of the Sierra Nevada 
mountains are wholly depeudeut upon the 
hydraulic miners for irrigation, and without 
their aid the farmers of that region would be 
compelled to abandon their homes. 
Many 
valley farms may be threatened with partial 
destruction, but the foothill farms without 
the miners’ water would he utterly and for­ 
ever ruined. 
Let me here explain the situa­ 
tion and make m y meaning clear. 
The winter 
rainfall, while it is generally sufficient for the 
lowlands, is wholly inadequate to the wants 
of foothill farms, and for the simple reason 
that it does not remain in the ground. 
Sys­ 
tem atic 
irrigation 
is 
therefore 
an 
ab­ 
solute 
necessity 
in 
the 
foothills. 
But 
who or what interest can lie relied upon 
to furnish the foothills w ith water? Can the 
fanners themselves do it? A simple state­ 
m ent of facts w ill settle the controversy. 
Foothill farming is yet in its infancy, and the 
farmers, as a rule, are just emerging from 
beneath mountains of debt. 
They have al­ 
ready subjugated about 100,000 acres of land, 
but years w ill elapse before they will be able 
to own and control the sources of water. 
To 
command the sources of water it is necessary 
to build immense reservoirs in the canyons of 
the higher Sierra and build thousands of 
m iles of ditches. 
This stupendous work is 
wholly beyond the power of the foothill 
farmers. 
The hydraulic miners, however, 
have already constructed 


GREAT RESERVOIRS, 
Aud they have also built the requisite ditches 
to scatter the water to thousands of foothill 
farms. 
If allowed to go on in their work 
they will build other reservoirs and soon be 
able to house water sufficient to irrigate the 
entire foothill region. 
N o water com pany or 
companies can take their place, for the rea­ 
son that the profits would be insufficient 
just now to pay the incidental expenses of 
such a system . 
In a few years there will, 
however, he a fanning population in the 
foothills 
large 
and rich enough to bear 
the expense. 
A t present the farmers could 
not keep in repair reservoirs and ditches, 
even if freely donated to them, and therefore 
a stoppage of mining would roh the said 
farmers of all their investm ents. 
During the 
past five years foothill farming, by the aid of 
the miners, has become an industry of vast 
importance, and land that was worthless five 
years ago is now worth $100 per acre. 
And 
this stupendous success is only prophetic of 
results that w ill be seen at no distant day 
throughout the entire foothill country. 
Irri­ 
gation is then a necessity to the foothill 
farmer, and it can be obtained only through 
the enterprise of the hydraulic miners. 
B ut 
the miners’ ditches are necessary for another 
purpose. The early miners stripped the earth 
from thousands of little valleys and ravines, 
and the foothills have been made hideous by 
these terrible sears. 
During the past five 
years the foothill fanners have been filling 
these m ined depressions with debris obtained 
from the miners’ ditches, and thousands of 
acres have in this way been recovered and 
made as useful as any other part of the coun­ 
try. 
Every year adds to the area of territory 
thus rehabilitated, but fifteen years at least 
w ill be required to com plete this creative 
process. 
Iu the judgm ent of some very able 
men, fully competent to give an authoritative 
opinion upon this point, a larger area w ill 
have been saved in the next fifteen years by 
this process than has been ruined by debris 
in the valley. 


SHALL WE STOP MINING 
A nd arrest this recuperative process ? States­ 
men will hesitate a long while before answer­ 
ing this question in the affirmative. 
E x­ 
tensive activity in mining is essential to foot­ 
hill fanning in another way. In the inception 
of this kind of farming a convenient customer 
is absolutely necessary. 
A ll foothill farmers 
begin operations on a small scale, and for two 
or three years they are unable to make ship­ 
ments to distant points. 
In the meantime 
they make both ends m eet by selling their 
products to the miners. 
Thus the miners 
help to put the struggling foothill farmer 
upon his legs. 
The miner also encourages 
teaming, 
general 
commerce, 
and 
many 
branches of manufacturing upon a small 
scale, and this in turn helps the farmer by 
providing him with other home customers. 
The miner also assists the struggling farmer 
to sustain schools, and these in their turn 
invite additional husbandmen. 
And thus we 
discover that the hydraulic miner is the essen­ 
tial foundation upon which alone prosperity 
can be achieved in the foothills. 
B ut there 
is a still broader outlook in this direction. In 
the future quartz and drift mining w ill furn­ 
ish the bulk of our bullion, and do it, too, in 
a manner wholly inoffensive. 
B ut the min­ 
ing here referred to will never be extensively 
developed until we have a large farming pop­ 
ulation in the foothills. 
Then an abundant 


population w ill furnish cheap sustenance, 
cheaper labor, capital, and young men of spe­ 
cial aptitude who can and wiil devote them ­ 
selves to quartz and drift mining. 
Besides, 
farmers will, in thouuftids of instances, de­ 
vote a portion of their unoccupied time to 
these kinds of mining ; and these interests 
w ill react upon farming and establish foothill 
farming upon a permanent and profitable 
basis; but this outcome cannot be realized 
unless we continue hydraulic mining 
If ws 
stop hydraulic miniDg now, we will destroy 
all these industries and prevent the future de­ 
velopm ent of the foothill country. 
The foot­ 
hill farmers, whose investment* now reach 
m any m illions of drllars, will lie suddenly 
ruined, and that, too, without remedy 
W e 
w ill not only ruin this class of citizens who 
are working miracles of industry for the goad 
of the State, but we will create endless feudB. 
Already we begin to hear the mutterings of 


A COMING 6TORM, 
Anil the writer of this article has heard many 
sober, quiet, industrious foothill farmers de­ 
clare that they would raise an army and shoot 
down in their tracks all who would undertake 
to stop the operations of the miners. 
Let u s 
now consider the full extent of the evil that 
would accrue from a stoppage of hydraulic 
m ining, bearing in mind all the time the fact 
already demonstrated that the foothills as a 
rule are wholly dependent upon hydranlie 
m ining for water for irrigating purposes. The 
foothill region of which we speak extends 
along the Sierra Nevada mountains a distance 
of 350 m iles. 
A strip tw enty miles iu width 
possesses a semi-tropical climate, the exact 
equivalent of 
the Sacramento valley, in 
which can be produced any and everything 
that man needs. 
In this strip there are 
4 180.000 
acres 
of land. 
Of 
this 
land 
480.000 acres is unsuitable for cultivation 
cause of its precipitous character. 
To be on 
the sate side we w ill say that there are 
1.480.000 acres of precipitous land, and we 
have then a re.ddue of 300,000 acres of good 
land. 
Anil we must bear iu mind that the 
foothill land differs from the valley land in 
that none of it is had—it is more evenly good. 
Every acre of the number mentioned can be 
made as valuable as the land about Newcas­ 
tle and Auburn, upon which diligent farmers 
are now growi: g rich. 
Then again, we have 
another strip of tw enty miles higher up, 
equally good, though not adapted to semi- 
tropical fruits. 
That land, however, w ill be, 
and is now, preferred by many, and it will 
produce all that is really needed. 
W e have, 
then, 6,000,000 acres of magnificent foothill 
land that is wholly dependent upon hydraulic 
m ining for irrigation, and the impulse neces­ 
sary to its development. 
N ow let ns see 
what can be done with this vast area. 


IN THE FOOTHILLS 
F ifty acres is a large farm, and more cannot 
Be cultivated by one farmer with profit. 
W e 
have then in this area 120,000 farms, or more 
probably 200,000, as the majority will not 
exceed thirty acres. 
Each farm w ill support 
five persons, which at the lowest estim ate 
w ill give a farming population of 560.000, and 
a m ining, commercial and manufacturing 
population of 300,000, making a total of 800,­ 
000. 
These are, however, the lowest esti­ 
mates, and a more reasonable calculation will 
give us in the .-ame area 1,200,000 of popula­ 
tion. 
W e have already a foothill population 
of 60,000, and it is rapidly increasing. 
In­ 
creased 
healthfulness, comfort 
in 
living 
and scenery attracts thousands to the foot­ 
hills, and the immigration of the futuie 
w ill 
be 
m ainly 
towards 
that 
regior. 
The consummation looked for may not come 
fur m any years, but we are building for all 
tim e, and. m ust consider what will come 
in the next half century. 
B ut all these 
splendid results m ust depend wholly upon 
hydraulic m ining, and that must be sustained 
until we can produce a foothill population 
able to take its place and command the water 
sources. 
W e thus place the teeming inter­ 
ests of 6,000,000 acres of agricultural land, 
and nearly 1,000,000 uf agriculturists on the 
side of the hydraulic miner. 
L -t no man 
say hereafter that we have in the great con­ 
flict the agriculturist on one side and the 
“ ephemeral miner ” on the other. 
J’he fu­ 
ture welfare of one-third oi the arable land 
of the State is involved in the solution of the 
| great problem, and the magnitude of their 
interests commands careful investigation. 


DESCRIPTION OF BARGION’S COMPOUND 
RAIL. 


The advantages claimed in the im prove­ 
m ent are as foil ows : The rail is made in two 
parts. 
The upper rail is made of steel, and 
in shape is the same as the T-rail now iu use, 
’with the exception that it has no base. 
The 
bottom rail is made of iron, with two upright 
flanges or wails, with the inside faces angled, 
forming a level groove or canal, the upper 
rail having its web or tongue made to corre­ 
spond with the groove formed by the upright

rail is placed between the two upright flanges 
or walls of the lower rail it is made to till the 
space between them, and extends down to 
within half an inch of the bottom, so that 
the lower edge of the tongue or web will not 
come in contact with the bottom of the 
groove in the lower rail. 
The upper steel 
T-rail when put in place is supported by 
having its bearing upon the upper edges of 
the 
flanges or walls of 
the lower 
rail, 
preventing 
the 
rocking 
of 
the 
same, 
and 
it 
is 
made 
to 
lap 
the 
ends 
of the lower rail to any 
distance 
that 
m ay be required tg break joints, and when 
bolted together forms a strong, continuous 
compound rail, not liable to get nut of 
place. 
Another advantage claimed for Bar- 
gion’s compound rail is that the breaking 
of the upper rail w iii not cause a car to be 
thrown from the track, as the breaking of the 
upper rail only makes another joint. 
It is 
impossible to break the lower rail or for theup- 
per rail to leave its place, thereby avoiding 
many 
accidents 
that 
take 
place 
with 
the 
rails 
now in use. The lower rail 
having two flanges or webs, it will sustain 
twice the horizontal strain of the single 
T-rail. 
It will readily be seen that when this 
compound 
rail 
is 
put 
together, 
the 
tongue of the upper rail and the flanges of 
the lower rail form a complete truss, giviug 
it great strength to withstand wear and 
tear without being liable to get 
out ot 
{ 
ilace. 
A fter m y compound rail is laid, the 
ower or bed rail will not have to be dis­ 
turbed, which saves the drawing of spikes, 
and avoids splitting of ties. 
M y rail being 
compound, and not having any dead joints, 
does away with the great labor of tamp­ 
ing up low 
joints. 
The rail being made 
in 
two 
parts, 
the 
upper 
part only 
requires 
renewal 
when 
broken or worn 
out, and it is onlv half the weight of the rail 
now in use. 
Railroads with this compound 
rail can be kept in good running order with 
one-half the number 
of 
track men that, 
are now em ployed to keep the common T-rail 
now iu use, making a saving of many thou­ 
sand dollars yearly to railroad companies. 
In renewing a worn-out or broken rail all 
that has to be done is to take out eight bolts, 
the labor being done in half the time that it 
would take to draw all 
the spikes and 
re-spike, as 
required for the rail now in 
use. 
M y compound rail being continuous, 
and no dead joints to pass over, it w ill read­ 
ily lie seen that trains can run at a higher rate 
of speed, w ith 
much less wear and tear 
to roiling stock, and with more safety to the 
traveling public, than with the T-rail now in 
use. 
These great advantages will enable rail­ 
road companies to m eet the great want of the 
clamoring public with chea[>er rates of fare 
and freights. 
It is a well-known fact that the 
great progress in railroads for the last thirty 
years has brought out many valuable im ­ 
provements, but nothing has been done for 
the rail, only from iron to steel, and from 
chair to what is called fish bar rails. 
It is 
also a well-known fact that the weight of en­ 
gines and cars have very much increased, and 
that the rail now in use is not strong enough 
to make railroad travel as safe as it should he. 
The space in the bottom rail is utilized for tele­ 
graph purposes. B y lay ing a cable in the bottom 
groove it w ill be seen that the telegraph cable 
is well protected and cannot get out of order, 
giving at all tim es a sure communication. 
It 
is a 
w ell-know n 
fact 
that must of the 
telegraph companies in Europe are now put­ 
ting their telegraph lines under ground. 
M y 
rail being well adapted to m eet the require­ 
m ents of telegraph companies, and, at the 
same 
time, 
being 
a 
better, 
stronger, 
safer 
and 
cheaper 
rail 
than 
the 
T ­ 
rail 
now 
in 
use, 
m y 
improved 
rail 
being compound 
and 
continuous, having 
no dead joints to be passed over it, w ill en­ 
able railroad companies that adopt it to run 
much faster with safety and at the same time 
carry freights at much less per ton than can 
be carried on the T-rail now in use.

N ew Y ork, February IP, 1880. 
As this is the Lenten season, society, in 
its restricted sense, is presumed to he re­ 
penting of ils sins in Brussels laces and 
Burgundy wines. We all know something 
of the lace and wine, and of the sins also, 
but none of us can feel very sure about the 
repentance. Fashionable repentance is not, 
as a rule, very serious. It involves very 
little sacrifice of convenience or comforts, 
being usually a mere matter of form, and, 
indeed, of very pleasant form. They who 
abstain from public festivities at this time 
often make up for it by private entertain­ 
ments. They go to church oftener than 
common ; they decline invitations to par­ 
ties ; they refuse to dance the German; 
but they are apt to have a very good time 
at home. 1 am acquainted with a number 
of young women, vigorous observers, as 
they say, of Lent, who enjoy the season 
very much. They do not go out in the 
modish way ; they drive to church ; take 
a sober airing in the park, attired in hlack 
silk ; shop very little, hut see their friends, 
really meaning friends, whenever they call. 
The consequence is that the young men 
they particularly like, and who particularly 
like them, are with them a great deal. 
The girls so arrange it, as may he sup­ 
posed, that their admirers shall no: inter­ 
fere with one another, and by the time Faster 
comes round one of them at least is likely 
to have been caught, aud only waiting to he 
DRAWN to t h e c o n n u b ia l l a n d . 
You probably know that any number of 
weddings are almost always celebrated 
after Lent. They are the direct result of 
forty days social seclusion, so that the girls 
may be alone with their lovers. These 
probably repent of their sins so very charm- I 
ingly, when Charles or Henry is with 
them—a certain number of sighs, fondlings 
and caresses are, of course, necessary to 
complete contrition—that they become ir­ 
resistible. The principle of all liberal re­ 
ligion is love, and love is very easily ex­ 
cited hetwen two young persons of differ­ 
ent sex, when they are sitting close to­ 
gether, with the gas turned down, talking 
sentiment and predisposed to spooneyness. 
AVe won’t try to imagine what they do and 
say—in fact, we need not exercise our 
imagination on this point—we know how 
it is ourselves—but, taking all things into 
consideration, we do not wonder—do w e ?— 
that Hymen claims his victims during the 
month of May, justly called the month of 
love. Yes, this is the period for wooing 
and winning among many of our fashion­ 
able Christians. When I see a young man 
slipping out of a haudsome house u the 
modish quarter, and leave a pecu ar half­ 
smothered sound preceding his departure, 
about or after midnight, I see his fate fore- 
sliadow’ed ; I know that his days of celibacy 
are numbered. A divine instinct reveals 
that it w'as she who let him out —there is 
only one she for him in all the world— 
after much endeavor to bury her pretty 
head in his waistcoat; that she lias crept 
stealthily up stairs to her own chamber, 
and gone to bed thinking of him, aud fall­ 
ing off to 
d r e a m o f k is s e s a n d b l is s e s, 
Of bridesmaids and orange hloBSom s, and of 
the glorious happiness which is ever com­ 
ing but never comes. There are, of course, 
a great many Episcopalians who regard 
Lent very devoutly, who are strictly pious, 
and who try to he better and do better 
during this season. Buttheie are many 
again w h o cannot conceive of religion apart 
from fashion, because they are so given 
over to fashion. Most of these are women 
—religion sits very easily on men—and 
the manner in which they blend theology 
and conventionality naturally subjects 
them to considerable satire. Their nomi­ 
nal retirement from gayety has its effect 
upon sooiety, for quite a number of them 
are rich, occupy prominent positions, and 
keep Lent because it is, in their judgment, 
the proper thing to do. They may not 
fast much ; they may not pray very fer­ 
vently ; they may substitute plain claret 
for old Burgundy, and bouillon for turtle 
soup ; hut they feel better physically and 
meutally after the prescribed forty days, 
because they have had an opportunity 
meanwhile to make npfor late hours, much 
dressing and undressing, and any amount 
of dissipation. This for the matrons. The 
young women do not gain a great deal from 
Lent, for I hear that, while love-making 
may be very pleasant, it is always a severe 
strain on the nerves and sometimes on the 
gowns. 
t h e f a m o u s s p e c t a c u l a r b a l l e t, 
The “ Black Crook,” seems perpetual. It 
is always playing somewhere in the coun­ 
try, and the time may come when the sun 
shall never set—properly sit—on its per­ 
formance. It has been revived this season 
at its old home, Niblo’s Garden, where 
Jarrett and Palmer originated and pro­ 
duced it in the autumn of 1866, and whence 
it spread all over the continent. 
The 
“ Crook” was never written or arranged ; 
it grew; it was the result of evolution, 
as much so as a man, a city or a planet. 
The two manager, being out of business, 
casually met in Broadway, and finding that 
each had £15,000 to $-0,000 in cash, they 
decided to go into a theatrical partnership, 
and bring out some kind of novelty—they 
did not know exactly what. They there­ 
fore leased Niblo’s ; Palmer went abroad ; 
picked up one thins: *n London, another in 
Paris, another in Vienna and still another 
in Berlin. After getting certain showey 
scenes, magic effects and a fine ballet, he 
returned here, intent upon some plan to 
string them all together so as to be pre­ 
sentable. Just then, Charles M. Barras 
emerged from the interior w ith the MS. of 
what he termed a mediaeval pictorial drama, 
and offered it to the manager, confident, of 
course, that it would prove an unbounded 
success. Ordinarily, they would not have 
looked at i t ; but having so much scenic 
and saltatory material, they thought that 
they might fit it to the piece, or rather tit 
the piece to it by liberal excision. After 
examining the “ Crook” pages, they set 
resolutely to work, cutting and patching ; 
and when they had done, very little of the 


| pictorial drama, save the title, was left, 
i Barras, possessed of an unusual amount of 
I vanity, was very irate at what he called 
the wholesale butchery of his carefully and 
beautifully written play ; but he could not 
help himself ; for the butchers would not 
take it at all, unless they could do as they 
chose with it. 
Cheered by the hope that the perform­ 
ance might" prove profitable, he ceased to 
grumble outwardly. His hope was more 
than gratified. 
The “ Crook,” without 
any of the tine passages or admirable situ­ 
ations, prospered beyond all expectation. 
Jarrett and Palmer had not believed that 
it could he kept on the stage, at most, over 
two months. It ran near two years ; the 
managers made almost £150,000 each, and 
Barras for his royalty at Niblo’s and 
throughout the It'puhlic received, it is 
said, up to his death, some years later, not 
far from £‘200,000. 
He fell through a 
trestle-work on the New Haven Railway, 
having steppeil off at the wrong place, and 
was instantly killed. Greatly as he had 
been gratified at his pecuniary receipts, he 
never ceased to believe that if the “Crook” 
had been produced as he had written it, he 
would have made even more money, and 
his fame as a dramatist have been estab­ 
lished. 
CHARLES A. DANA 
Has, I observe by the real estate transac­ 
tions of the week, purchased a house and 
lot in Forty-seventh street, just east of 
Fifth avenue,, for £03,000. Dana is one of 
the few practical journalists who have 
made money, and he has made it mainly 
as proprietor, not as editor. When he 
formed a company to buy the Sun of Moses 
H. Beach, twelve years ago, for £175,000, 
and issued the new Sun, he probably was 
not worth, all told, more than £30,000. 
Since then, by judicious management, by 
buying stock in the paper, and by saga­ 
ciously watching his interests, he has 
grown rich, having, I am informed, from 
salary, dividends anil other sources an an­ 
nual income of about £70,000. His long 
connection with the Tribune was of little 
financial advantage to him. All his prop­ 
erty he has derived from the Sun except 
what he received—a very considerable 
amount—in the way of royalty, from edit­ 
ing, in conjunction with Geoige Ripley, the 
first and latest editions of the “ New 
American Cyclopaedia.” Dana was as well 
qualified for his ¡tart in that important 
work as Ripley was for his ; the two formed 
an excellent partnership. Each of them 
has, I am told, received from D. Appleton 
& Co. more than £100,000, and will receive 
much more, as the last edition is selling far 
better than tile first. The “ American 
Cyclopaedia” is so superior to anything we 
have had thus far that its popularity is 
easily accounted for. It is indispensable 
to a library, great or small. Probably no 
tw'o men could be found on the continent 
better adapted to editing such a work than 
Kipley and Dana—Ripley for nice, accu­ 
rate scholarship ; Dana for knowledge, de­ 
cision and acquaintance with the world of 
affairs. 
THE DEATH OF JAMES LENOX, 
Although he had been most of his life a re­ 
cluse, calls forth the kindest expressions of 
regard for his memory. Hardly anybody 
in this great city had ever seen him ; hut 
everybody knew him by name and es­ 
teemed him for his benevolent acts. He 
had given about £2,000,000 in public bene­ 
factions, much of it having gone toward 
founding the Lenox Library—a noble mon­ 
ument in his honor. How different lie ap­ 
pears from many millionaires who have 
preceded him. Cornelius Vanderbilt died 
worth some £00,000,COO, every dollar made 
litre, and left not a cent outside of his fam­ 
ily. William B. Astor died worth £50,­ 
000,000 or £60,000,000, forgetting that all 
of his vast estate had come from this city, 
and giving no-evidence of understanding 
the fact. Alexander T. Stewart heaped 
up a fortune of £50,000,000 by soiling dry 
goods, and clutched it all with au avari­ 
cious clutch when lie was going out of the 
world. So William C. Rhinelander ; so 
Robert Goelet ; so Peter Goelet; each and 
all bursting with riches. They were hard, 
mercenary, selfish, ungrateful. They lived 
w ithout esteem, and died without regret. 
But James Lenox benefited his feliows 
while he lived, and was so modest and sen­ 
sitive that he would never refer to what he 
had done, and would never allow his deeds 
to be mentioned in his presence. There is 
a deal of difference in men, especially in 
millionaires. 
“ h a r p e r s ’ m o n t h l y ” 
Has in the current number, for the first 
time during its existence of thirty yea's, 
attached to all the articles the name of the 
authors, who will undoubtedly like this 
new feature. The magazine began with­ 
out publishing names at all, and for good 
reason—almost the entire contents being 
borrowed from English sources. It soon 
had original contributions, and increased 
them as it went on. Some names were 
printed ; others were not; those whose 
names were not, always feeling aggrieved. 
This using or non-uriug of names, just as 
it happened, was a constant source of com­ 
plaint from writers, and the publishers 
have at last removed the cause. The fact 
probably is that the Harpers did not wish 
to print names which would not help their 
Monthly. 
By advertising unknown or 
comparatively unknown authors, they 
might advance prices in the literary mar­ 
ket, which was not to their interest. 
VARIETIES. 
The Arion Masquerade, at the Madison 
Square Garden, this evening, will draw a 
prodigious crowd—probably 25,000 per­ 
sons. Our German fellow-citizens are a 
thirsty race. It is expected that they 
will drink 500 kegs of beer, and about 
35,000 bottles of wine during the night. 
The Arion will, in all likelihood, exceed 
any previous masquerade in numbers, 
hilarity and powers of imbibition. 
Tliurlow Weed has had, as I surmised in 
my last letter, his pocket-book with con­ 
tents returned. 
Such a tribute — the 
homage of a thief to an honest man on ac­ 
count of his reputatsnn for benevolence—is 
a compliment to humanity. 
A number of prominent women in society 
here are forming a co-operative association 
to protect themselves from the exorbitant 
prices charged by modistes, milliners and 
the like for articles of feminine apparel. 
The association is modeled on one in Lou­ 
don, which has proved prosperous. The 
shares here are to he £25 each, and the com­ 
pany is not to go into operation until the 
entire capital—£100,000—has been guar­ 
anteed. 
Lillian Taylor, only child of the late 
Bayard Taylor, and still in her teens, is 
now a teacher in Anna C. Brackett’s excel­ 
lent school for young ladies in this city. 
Miss Taylor is highly accomplished ; she 
speaks aud writes correctly and fluently 
four or five languages. Bayard Taylor was 
supposed to be very comfortably off; hut, 
like most authors, he was really worth 
nothing to speak of. 
W. £. Gilbert, in assailing Augustin Daly 
for an assumed mangling of “ Charity,” 
has made a mistake both by his manner 
and his sweeping charge. Daly, in his re­ 
ply, showing that he had paid him for the 
piece in the past, and had advertised it, as 
arranged by himself, pvits Gilbert in an 
awkward position. Gilbert is a clever 
playwright, but his temper and lack of 
control are, to say the least, unfortunate. 
They seem to deserve their unenviable rep­ 
utation. 
Rev. O. B. Frothingliam, who hates 
cold, and who went to Italy this winter to 
be comfortable, writes home that lie has 
been nearly frozen. The season has been 
much more severe in southern Europe than 
here. Winter in this city has been almost 
vernal.

This is the question everybody is asking. 
‘ 
C hau BER?, 
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P o r t l a n d , February 23, 18S0. 
For two weeks past we have had miser­ 
able weather—a combination of fog and 
rain, storm and snows, that quite belied 
my cheerful description of the opening of 
the mouth. 
Now again the sunshine 
makes weak headway against the snows 
that linger with the shadows and cling to 
the northern slopes. It is comfortable to 
see the sun’s brightness again, even if it 
is not warm enough to give a spring feeling 
to the air. The present winter has been 
rather an uncomfortable one, and if March 
shall keep up the evil reputation it 
has 
earned, 
we may look for a 
great deal of suffering among stock. 
The impression prevai’s that many or­ 
chards h ive been much injured by the se­ 
vere frost of December. It seems that 
there was one fearfully cold night when 
the mercury went down to 8° below zero, 
sinking at the rate of 2° au hour uutil 5 
o’clock in the morning. This wa3 ol served 
by a gentleman who took half-hourly ob­ 
servations of his three thermometers, while 
he kept up iires to save valuable plants in 
his green-house. The cold spell was pre­ 
ceded by warmish weather for December, 
and there probably was more sap in the 
trees than suited the situation. In my 
last I uudertook to say that fruit trees 
are never destitute of sap at this season, 
and the idea was shipwrecked by a typo­ 
graphical substitution of the word 
now for never. 
It seems probable 
that many valuable plum, peach and cherry 
trees are killed or injured, and fruit-buds 
damaged, to the injury of the coming fruit 
crop.Many farmers who live in the timber 
regions of this part of the Willamette 
have serious fears that immense losses will 
occur the coming season by the spread of 
forest tires through the fir regious where 
the storm did so much damage. If the 
down timber get3 on tire while the dry 
foliage clings to the limbs, the result must 
be fierce conflagrations and wide-spread 
devastation. This is the serious threat that 
lo'>ks the farmers in the face. If the woods 
take fire, what can those living near by 
do to save themselves ? 
POLITICAL. 
Recent investigation goes far to show 
that Oregon Republicans are friendly to 
Blaine as tlieir Presidential preference. 
'I he recent meeting of the State Central 
Committee is said to have shown almost a 
solid feeling for Blaine. Of course, through 
the towns, where these lists are made, 
Blaine has more decided force than through 
the country and among the people, hut 
then, at the present time, it may he safe to 
conclude that Blaine is the Oregon prefer­ 
ence, and no doubt the matter will be so 
managed that the vote of Oregon will be 
cast tor him whatever may happen. 
We have a general election in June for 
county officers, menil>ersof the Legislature 
and Congressmen, not for State officers, as 
they hold over for a couple of years longer. 
There being no Senator to elect next session 
of the Legislature, there will not he much 
strife over the election of members of the 
House, hut when Senators are to he elected, 
and hold over to 1882, there will he lively 
work, though that will not apply to this 
county or Marion, as the Senators of these 
counties are now elected. The interest 
centers on who shall be candidates for Con­ 
gress. The Democrats cannot he consid­ 
ered as owning the State on a strict parti­ 
san poll, hut they hold a strong carj in the 
present Congressman, 
JOHN W IIITEAKER, 
Who has been Governor of Oregon, Speaker 
of the House, President of the Senate, and 
while able to drink his glass and play his 
hand with “ the boys,” still has a reputa­ 
tion for good sense and common honesty 
that the best of people respect. He is 
not a greenbacker. He told me himself 
that he opposed the extra session and the 
tactics that were so disastrous to his party, 
and he boldly avowed that Thurman was 
a “ fossil.” He knows nothing but Dem­ 
ocracy—and yet, being a granger and plain 
farmer, will command many doubtful 
votes. It will be wisdom for his party to 
renominate him, for he has more strength 
than 
any 
man 
they can 
select. 
The 
Republicans have several men 
already talked of. 
Hon. Rufus Mal­ 
lory, who was elected to Congress in 
186S and served two years, is now United 
States District Attorney for Oregon. He 
will probably he named in Convention. 
J. F. Watson, though comparatively a 
young man, is Judge of the Second Judi­ 
cial District, a good lawyer, handsome and 
agreeable, ami will probably be willing to 
receive the Congressional nomination. M. 
C. George, is also a young man—certainly 
not an old man—was a Senator from this 
county some years ago, is a lawyer in good 
practice, and has rather a nice reputation— 
is probably above the average as a good 
man in all respects. 
W. 11. Odell, now 
editing the Salem Statesman, is talked 
of. 
He was once Surveyor General, 
and has long been known in con­ 
nection with Republican polities. 
Dr. 
Watts, of Yamhill, the Elector who was 
Postmaster, and so was the cause of the 
Cronin difficulty, is now Receiver of tee 
Land Office at Oregon City, and is always 
a candidate for Congress, for Governor or 
for United States Senator, and may have 
some votes in Convention. It looks prob­ 
able that among them the choiee would lie 
between Judge Watson and M. C. George, 
who are both of them bright men and will 
make a good canvass; hut my advice to 
the party would be to select a man to run 
against John Whitaker from the people ; if 
they do not, but take the best lawyer in 
Oregon, they need not count the victory 
won until the votes are all counted. 
EX-SENATOR MITCHELL. 
This gentleman has not spent much time 
in Oregon since his official term expired, 
and is now in Washington, finding, no 
douht, plenty todo, and perhaps especially 
interested in the half-million dollars Ben. 
Holliday expects to get as damage sus­ 
tained on the overiaud mail route from In­ 
dian raids. The present aspect of the case 
looks favorable fur Ben. Mr. Mitchell w ill 
probably remain a quiet but attentive spec­ 
tator during the coming campaign, as he 
may not be here until after Congress ad­ 
journs, but lie will probably be on hand to 
lend a voice in the Presidential contest, 
and from that time on will take care of his 
Senatoria’ aspirations, for he intends t> 
succeed Grover in 1884. He is a shrewd 
worker, knows how to make friends aud 
how to make them work, and will be hard 
to beat. 
PORTLAND AFFAIRS. 
A strong attempt was lately made to j.a=s 
ordinances that would restrain the ap­ 
pearance of vice, at least, and give the com­ 
munity more protection against vicious in­ 
fluences, but it has ended in failure. The 
Oregonian is engaged in a constant war 
a -ainst the higher branches of education 
taught in the public schools. It approves 
of the thne R’s—reading, ’riting and 
’rithmctic—and don’t want the world to 
become too accomplished at public expense. 
This has ha l a fresh stirring in the news 
papers the past week, and while there are 
many who think instruction is carried 
further than is necessary, the majority of 
tlm tax-payera here will always favor the 
continuance of the high school, and most 
people think that the Oregonian wastes its 
logic, part of which is well enough, but 
defeats itself by the dictatorial spirit in 
which it is uttered. It simply aggravates 
people to insist on continuance of the higher 
branches. 
THN RAILROAD BOOM. 
It is claimed that property here ia ad­ 


vancing in price—that there is quite a 
“ boom,” in fact, and perhaps there is, for 
tliiB region has a good future. The great 
“ b mm ” seems to be in connection with 
railroads. The North Pacific is already 
pushing operations with vigor, and Gen­ 
eral Sprague assures me thay will build 
205 miles eastward from the junction of 
Snake river and the Columbia this season. 
Also, the Villard Company is making every 
preparation to build mure roads than we 
can name in a moment. All looks well for 
the upper Columbia region, for the con­ 
struction of at least 400 miles of railroad 
will scatter lots of money about there and 
require the entire surplus labor that can he 
furnished. The last “ boom ” comes in the 
form of a narrow-gauge company that 
has already purchased for £120,000 
the road 
built on the west side 
of the Willamette valley, commonly known 
as the Dayton and Sheridan road, or liter­ 
ally, I think, called the Willamette 
Valley Railroad. 
This corporation has 
Eastern or foreign backing, and has in con­ 
templation the construction of a road 
along the west side of the river, from Port­ 
land to Dayton, and a branch that shall 
deflect, near Dayton, to cross the Willam­ 
ette, pass over the rich French prairies and 
Waldo hill?, and skiit the foothills of the 
Cascades all the way to Springfield, to 
the head of the Willamette valley, and 
ultimately cross the Cascades to make a 
connection with the Central Pacific. Such 
is the programme, andas it is accompanied 
by a shipment of 1,000 tons of iron to 
reach here in May, it at least looks very 
much like business. As the Oregon and 
California Railroad Company also intends 
to extend its west side rails from Corvallis 
to Junction, it will he seen that the Pacific 
Northwest has a good-size d rail icad Loo 
of its own. 


BULLYCH00P. 
Some Account of a Mining District and a 
Criticism of Mine Management. 
J. P. W. Davis, of Igo, Shasta county, 
writes to the R euord-U nion concerning 
the Bullychoop mining district, prefacing 
his notes w it’n the statement that too often 
parties interested in private enterprises, 
and others having personal ends to sub­ 
serve, seek to be benefited through the 
columns of the public press, when, in re­ 
ality, the public lias no interest whatever 
in the matter. Knowing this, he says he 
has been careful not to trespass upon the 
feelings and rights of individuals, any fur­ 
ther than public interest requires, believing 
that in all matters wherein a county is more 
or less affected by the management of any 
local enterprise the public have a right 
to know the reason why such and 
such a thing is a success or a failure. 
In a mineral section like this the impor­ 
tance of a well-developed mining district is 
considerable toward the growth and pros­ 
perity of the counties immediately adjacent 
thereto. He continues as follows : 
“ The Bullychoopminingdistrict, asa dis­ 
trict, was discovered on November 1, 1873, 
and the first location made in the district 
was made by the Davis brothers, on what 
is known as the Mammoth mine. The fol­ 
lowing spring a party of prospectors from 
Trinity county discovered and located 
what proved to be the flower of the dis­ 
trict, the Bullychoop and Occidental lodes; 
and immediately upon the heels of this the 
Underliolt, Davis, North Pole and Rattle­ 
snake ledges were discovered. And dur­ 
ing that year, 1874, about forty different 
quartz \*eins or deposits were found and 
considerably prospected. These were the 
steps that characterized the discovery and 
location of the Mount Bullychoop mining 
district. There never was, perhaps, in 
California a better showing for an exciting 
mining field than the surface showing in 
this district in 1874-5-6. But a few mis­ 
takes were made in the beginning aud 
many since, the effect of which did and has 
continued to keep capitalists out of the 
district, and in consequence of which the 
district has received a backset that w ill 
take a long time for the best management 
to remedy. In a geographical point of 
view it is as admirably located for success­ 
fully prospecting and working as any min­ 
eral field I have seen, unless I except 
Treasure Hill, White Pine—having ereat 
altitude, with precipitous mountains and 
abundance of wood and water. Its loca­ 
tion is near the dividing line between 
Shasta and Trinity counties, with tha 
water-shed emptying into Trinity river. 
The veins are found in a talc and horn- 
blendic formation, bordering pretty closely 
to the granite, with a northerly and south­ 
erly course aud southeasterly dip. The 
veins, which are generally large and regu­ 
lar, carry gold as a predominating metal, 
with very little refractory ingredients, sa 
far as developments have been made. Be­ 
tween sixty and seventy-five thousand dol­ 
lars have been extracted by the most tire­ 
some and primitive methods. And in this 
connection it is a great drawback to both 
Shasta and Trinity counties that an enter­ 
prising mining capitalist is not now oper­ 
ating in Bullychoop mining district. 
Unfortunately for the district the Bully- 
choop and Occidental mines had too many 
men located in them. And, unfortunately 
for them and others, they manifested in tha 
early years of its prosperity a very selfish 
disposition, and did all they could to retard 
prospecting in other mines w hen there w as 
a disposition on the part of moneyed men 
to take hold and develop the district. The 
injury they tried to inflict upon other 
parties they have, and are now, reaping 
themselves. This was their second blun­ 
der ; the first was the asking and refusing 
to give capitalists a chance unless they 
could realize more than five times the 
amount of what their surface showing was 
worth. The third great blunder was going 
too fast, going in debt, incorporating with­ 
out the consent or sanction of a minority 
interest, and finally litigation, in order to 
freeze out certain shareholders. The re­ 
sult of all which has been to retard work 
in said district, disgusting capitalists and 
engendering turmoil and dislike among one 
another. The two mines named are re­ 
ferred to because they were the keys to 
the district; upon their development 
hinged the general welfare of the district. 
Hail they been properly managed, forty or 
sixtystamps, runuingby steam power, would 
have been in motion now in that district, 
aud as a consequence many hundred men 
would now he employed who are now out 
of employment, and Shasta and Trinity 
counties would be reapinga mutual benefit. 
The people here think that it would have 
been better not to have incorporated the 
mines, hut to have gone ahead, in a fair 
and friendly manner, on a safe and econom­ 
ical base, extracting the ore aud working 
it as best could be done in close proximity 
to the mine, instead of packing the ore be­ 
tween six aud seven miles on mules, to he 
worked by machinery that cannot consume 
four hundred pounds of rock in twelve 
hours. Our people feel an interest in tha 
district, as We do in all similar enterprises, 
and we sincerely hope the managers w ill 
profit by experience and go to work in r.n 
equitable manner and work and prospect 
the mine to greater depths in some tangible 
and rational way.

THE NEW EDUCATIONAL BILL. 


CONFUSING EFFECTS OF AUTHORITY. 


W e are inclined to think that the State 
Library has not been an unmixed blessing 
to our legislative bodies, and that it has 
contributed not a little to befog the question 
of revenue and taxation which has lately 
occupied so large a share of the session. 
If the present Legislature, or better still 
the Constitutional Convention, could have 
been taken where there were no State 
libraries to refer to, and had been left to 
•hisel out a Constitution with no other aid 
than the old instrument, experience and 
common sense, we are impressed with a con­ 
viction that the result would have been 
very much more satisfactory than in fact it 
was. And we think, too, that if the present 
Legislature could have been deliarred access 
to the authorities, it would have reached a 
much more intelligent and equitable so­ 
lution of the tax question. For it has not 
now to be discovered that “ a little knowl- 
“ edge is a dangerous thing,” and men 
who come here without any previous train­ 
ing and then undertake to deal with 
high questions of economics by un- 
discriminating study of all sorts of 
writers, are tolerably sure to become at 
once confused and conceited. Nothing is 
easier than to find precedents and authori­ 
ties for anything. The difficulty is to 
select those authorities which are trust­ 
worthy because they proceed upon well 
sustained principles. To the uninformed 
amateur economist one theory is as good 
as another. 
He cannot distinguish 
between Mill and Carey, between Mal- 
thus and Wallace. All arguments seem 
to him equally respectable, and he possesses 
no means of forming an intelligent judg­ 
ment. The consequence is that he brings 
no rational convictions to his task, but is 
swayed by prejudice or deceived by falla- 
eies, and may as likely as not advocate 
some doctrine which has been exploded for 
a generation by all civilized communities. 
Whereas, had he trusted altogether to his 
native sense, he would very probably have 
perceived the fallacies proposed to him, and 
be would then have had no hesitation iu 
acting upon a judgment which would have 
appeared to him sufficiently well grounded. 
And the last named method of procedure 
would have been safer for the State than 
the first. 


We have received the school law which 
has been agreed upon by both legislative 
committees, and have examined it. The 
framers of the new educational system 
have labored under very great disabilities, 
owing to the miserably perverse and in­ 
adequate provisions of the new Constitu­ 
tions on this subject. That instrument, 
iudeed, has made it impossible to devise a 
system of education at all commensurate 
with the requirements of the community, 
and if it does not prove a failure altogether, 
through the want of harmony and coher­ 
ence, it will be no merit of the Constitu­ 
tion. The new law appears to us to be 
carefully drawn and as comprehensive as 
the circumstances will permit, though we 
are not clear that it would have been alto­ 
gether impossible to provide in it for some 
reflection of that better method of educa­ 
tion which is taking root in advanced 
communities. We have said that the new 
school law may be as good as the Constitu­ 
tion allows, hut this is not saying that it is 
a satisfactory school law. In fact it is not. 
Even supposing the difficulty about uni­ 
formity of text - books could be sur­ 
mounted (aud this 
is 
a 
consti­ 
tutional, not 
a 
statute stumbling- 
block), we have here neither more 
nor less than a scheme reproducing in all 
essentials that which it is to replace. Of 
course if the latter be a good scheme, this 
arrangement ought to be satisfactory. But 
the latter is not a good scheme, and it is 
so far from being good that in most regards 
it must be set down as a failure. The pub­ 
lic schools to-day are doiug very much less 
to educate the people than most men real­ 
ize. The instruction they afiord is not, as 
a rule, of a kind calculated to be useful iu 
after life. Far too much stress is placed 
upon parrot-learning of rules which the 
pupils neither comprehend nor remember. 
Iu tiie primary schools, \\ here the instruc­ 
tion ought to be most careful, it is least so. 
The most inexperienced teachers arc set 
over the most important schools. The en­ 
trance to the educational course is thus 
beset with pitfalls for the scholar, aud the 
rudiments being ill-learned, a bail founda­ 
tion is laid for all that follows. It 
appears to us that some effort might 
have been made to recognize and enforce 
the importance of specially careful 
primary 
instruction 
in 
this 
bill. 
All that we fiud here, however, is a clause 
forbidding the grauting of a teacher’s cer­ 
tificate to anyone under IS years of age. 
Aud this is not a reasonable proposition, 
for if an applicant under 18 is capable of 
passing the necessary examination, lie or she 
is certainly fitted for the office of teacher 
according to the only standard which the 
law recognizes, namely intellectual attain­ 
ments. There cau be no good object to be 
gained by excluding persons solely on the 
ground of youth. It is conceivable that 
some people may be as well informed at 
eighteen as others are at oue-and-twenty. 
The ability to stand the test examination 
is really the only proof of competency which 
ought to be recognized. Indeed this pro­ 
vision strikes us as being superfluous. We 
should like to see in place of it some indi­ 
cation that the framers of this bill have 
given any thought to the Quincy methods 
of teaching, and that they realize the 
superiority of those methods to the ones 
which have hitherto obtained in Cali­ 
fornia. 
A good provision of the bill is to the 
effect that two members of every Board of 
Education shall be teachers. We are not 
sure that it would not have been still better 
to have put three teachers on the Board, as 
the County Superintendent is not (neces­ 
sarily) a teacher himself, and as he and the 
two lay members of the Board can under 
the proposed arrangement always outvote 
the educational members. It is, we think, 
also evident that the County and City Su­ 
perintendents ought always to be teachers, 
To the extent that they are not teachers 
they must hamper and impede the progress 
of the schools, no matter how energetic 
and earnest they may be. It is unbusi­ 
ness-like to put untrained men in positions 
demanding spiecial training, and the notion 
of keeping the schools in the control of 
the people by this means is too crude 
to be put forward 
seriously any 
longer. If we want a thoroughly good 
educational system we must put thorough­ 
ly trained men in all its departments, 
aud not until we do 
that shall 
we succeed in bringing the schools up to 
the required standard of efficiency. It 
is even more necessary that the schools 
should be in the hands of trained teachers 
in the rural than in the urban districts, for 
there the chances of finding educated 
men to put on the Boards of Education 
must necessarily be smaller than in the 
cities, and so the danger of absolutely bad 
methods of instruction must be the greater. 
Section 30 of the new bill provides that 
“ no person whose husband, father, broth- 
“ er, uncle or cousin is a member of a 
“ Boanj of District Trustees or City Board 
“ of Education, shall hereafter be eligible 
“ for election as teacher in such district or 
“ city, and no County Superintendent shall 
“ draw a warrant for the salary of any 
“ teacher so elected.” At first sight this 
seems a righteous precaution against ne­ 
potism, but reflection will show that it en­ 
tails not a little hardship upon those who 
may be unfortunate enough to be related in 
any of the affinities described, to Trustees 
or members of the Board of Education. 
\N e are also tempted to inquire whether 
the adoption of such a clause does not 
imply a very serious doubt of the probity 
with which examinations not only are, but 
will hereafter be, conducted ? Obviously 
if the examiners are honest no such ques­ 
tion of relationship can affect the standing 
of candidates. 
Is it really necessary to 
take for granted the normal dishonesty of 
Examiners in this way ? It may be a 
simple mode of preventing favoritism, but 
to our thinking it savors far too much of 
the Oriental receipt for preventing in­ 
trigues against a reigning sovereign by kill­ 
ing all his relatives when he mounts the 
throne. Under this law the appointment 
or election of any citizen District Trustee 
or member of a Board of Education, dis­ 
qualifies his kinsfolk forelection as teachers 
in such district or city. The constitu­ 
tionality of such an arrangement is open 
to grave doubt, and its ethical justification 
appears to us singularly defective. If citi­ 
zens cannot be trusted without prohibitory 
clauses of this kind, they cannot be trusted 
with them. 
The Constitutional provision which gives 
to every county the right of choosing its 
own text-books, in utter indifference to the 
system pursued elsewhere, vitiates the 


whole educational scheme, as we have re­ 
peatedly pointed out. It is impossible, in 
the teeth of that provision, to secure uni­ 
formity in the course of instruction. When 
the clause was adopted we showed what 
effect it would have, but the Constitutional 
Convention was controlled by men whose 
ignorance was only surpassed by their ob­ 
stinacy, and so they insisted on rendering 
an intelligent educational system impossi­ 
ble in the future. 
The statute cannot 
overcome this difficulty, and nothing 
short of a constitutional amendment 
will remove it. 
While it stands in 
the Constitution, the common - school 
system must be a mere rope of 
sand, lacking cohesion and unity, and 
capable of being shattered to fragments at 
any time. The State University is practi­ 
cally isolated under the new Constitution. 
The text-book blunder cuts off three- 
fourths of the counties from the possibility 
of utilizing its advantages. This also, 
however, is a fault incurable by statute. 
A few days ago we suggested the introduc­ 
tion to the new schoul law of provisions 
for the regular inspection of all the schools 
in the State, private as well as public. 
The reasons for this are apparent. It is 
the duty of the State not only to see that 
its children are educated, but that they 
receive a kind of education calculated to 
lit them for the duties of citizenship. Now 
it is conceivable that in certain private 
schools a course of instruction might 
be given which would fail to produce 
this effect; which might unfit those 
who passed through it for the duties 
of citizenship. It is clear tlnit any such 
danger would be largely ,neutralized by se­ 
curing that publicity which is always the 
surest safeguard against methods demand­ 
ing secrecy for their successful operation. 
An annual inspection of all the schools by 
the State Superintendent, and annual pub­ 
lication in his report of what was taught 
in all the schools of the State, would also 
tend to bring the public and private schools 
into greater harmony, aud thus fit them 
both to be better preparatory agencies for 
the State University. We think this sug­ 
gestion sufficiently important to insist 
upon it with same emphasis, and we 
specially solicit the attention of educators 
to it. 
There are probably no private 
schools iu the State the conductors of 
which would not welcome such' an 
arrangement gladly, as a new means 
of 
bringing their establishment be­ 
fore the public, and nothiug but good re­ 
sults could possibly flow from the measure. 
If, in addition to this, the Legislature will 
introduce to the bill some amendments 
looking to the securing of more careful 
teaching in the primary schools—a neces­ 
sity absolutely indispensable to the inau­ 
guration of any useful reforms—we are in­ 
clined to think that the most will be done 
of which the situation is capable. Under 
the new Constitution we cannot enjoy a 
satisfactory educational system, and there­ 
fore we must endeavor to be satisfied with 
the next best thing we can get. 


THE IMPORTANCE OF SETTLING THE 
DEBRIS QUESTION. 
The R e c o rd -U n io n desires to call the 
attention of the public to the importance 
of settling the debris question without fur­ 
ther delay. We have believed that the 
Barks bill met the requirements of the case 
more nearly than any other measure which 
has been proposed. We, however, are too- 
profoundly convinced of the necessity for 
remedial action to hazard the failure of all 
legislation. Having no further interest in 
this matter than that which we share with 
the community, it is oar main desire to aid 
in the accomplishment of what investiga­ 
tion shows to be necessary. At present 
we apprehend the results of discord and 
procrastination. Public opinion has thus 
far been manifested almost exclusively 
in opposition to the measures which 
have been brought forward. 
There 
appears 
to be no harmony 
any­ 
where as to what ought to 
be 
done. If this state of things continues 
much longer the Legislature will adjourn 
without having passed any law bearing on 
the subject. We are well aware that this 
is precisely what is sought by many of the 
opponents of the 1’arks bill. It is not so 
much that they are opposed to that par­ 
ticular way of treating the question, as 
that they are opposed to any way of treat­ 
ing it that will put a stop to litigation. 
This, however, is not the interest of the 
people. Whether it is the Parks bill or 
any other, it is for the public well-being 
that some remedial legislation should 
be 
had 
at 
this 
session. 
Should 
the Legislature adjourn without do­ 
ing 
anything, 
the 
resort to 
the 
Courts will be the only one left to the 
farmers. 
But even should they be 
successful in procuring injunctions against 
the hydraulic miners, they would not be 
any the more safe. For it must be real­ 
ized clearly that if these mines all sus­ 
pended working to-morrow, the danger 
would remain, the fact being that bhere is 
enough debris this side of the mines to 
complete the work of destruction already 
so far on its way. The natural flow of the 
rivers must bring this debris down, and 
when it comes, if no preparations have 
been made to dispose of it, the farmers 
will find litigation useless to prevent the 
ruin of their land, and the dwellers along 
the rivers will discover that the remedy of 
stopping the flow of debris from the mines 
was applied too late. 
Mr. Will S. Green called attention in 
our columns yesterday to the great value 
of that river which our peojffe are allowing 
to be destroyed before their eyes. The 
importance of the Sacramento to the whole 
of northern California can scarcely be over­ 
estimated. It has a money value which can 
be clearly ascertained by all who take the 
pains to examine the question for them­ 
selves. So long as its waters are open to 
navigation those who live within reach of 
it are guaranteed the low est possible rates 
of transportation. The river controls all 
the railroads with which it can be made 
to compete. Should it cease to be naviga­ 
ble, however, not only Sacramento but 
Colusa and other 
towns along its 
hanks would lose this invaluable pro­ 
tection against high rates of trans­ 
portation. The river acts as a natural 
and permanent safeguard in this respect, 
but the fact that it must soon cease to 
protect the public in this way unless some­ 
thing is done, is as plain as anything open 
to the meanest comprehension. Mr. Green 
estimates that the river navigation saves 
the farmers of Colusa county not less than 
§200,000 a year. What it saves Sacra­ 
mento can be judged from this. 
But 
this saving ia now in process of being 


eliminated. It ¡9 not only that the 
navigation of the river is endan­ 
gered. 
It is being destroyed more 
and more 
rapidly every day aud 
month. We cannot say that another 
year of inaction would not suffice 
to produce absolutely irremediable injury, 
for it must be remembered that as the 
upper part of the channel is being raised 
the fastest, the advance of the coarser 
debris to the lower part must become 
quicker and quicker, and the damage 
therefore he cumulative. The engineers 
believe that five years will complete the 
work of destruction, but the time actually 
required may be much shorter, and when 
the work is done it will be too late to tiiink 
of applying remedies, for there will be 
nothing to save or to reclaim. The need 
of action, and harmonious action, at this 
time, is consequently most urgent. 
What is now required is the union of 
public sentiment upon some practical 
scheme of relief. It must be a comprehen­ 
sive scheme, or it will be of no avail. It 
must meet the danger both in the mount­ 
ains and iu the plains. It must be iu the 
hands of skilled and tried engineers. 
These are the principal requirements. 
Nor can we too strongly insist on the fact 
that it is not enough to impound the de­ 
bris in the mountains. Such a plan cannot 
affect that great mass of debris which ha3 
already left the mines, aud is therefore be­ 
yond the influence of dams or reservoirs. 
But prompt action ou :ht to be the watch­ 
word of the hour, and noue should be de­ 
ceived into furthering the schemes of those 
interested parties whose only aim is to 
prevent practical legislation of any kind. 
Meetings to oppose the Parks hill have 
been held, and resolutions Lave been ful­ 
minated against that measure. That kind 
of negative action Is admirably adap­ 
ted to hinder remedial action, but it only 
tends to break up public sentiment into 
small discordant sections. What the pub­ 
lic want is manifestly what has been shown 
to be necessary for their protection. No 
legislation whatever can be had which will 
not cost sometí ing, and if the people are 
going to oppose every proposition on the 
ground of expeuse, the rivers and the 
bottom lands will be mined together 
while those whose destinies depend on 
their preservation are bickering over 
a penny-wise and pound-foolish pol­ 
icy. 
Nothing can be done without 
union. Nothiug can be done unless the 
public resolve to make up their minds 
upon what they are willing to support, and 
cease wasting time in merely obstructive 
action. We have endeavored to show 
what the situation demanded. We have 
expressed the opinion that the Parks bill, 
with some amendments (among which we 
must place a provision for securing the 
control of her own levees to Sacramento), 
is the most practical and comprehensive 
plan yet offered. If the people do not agree 
witli us, let them say what kind of bill 
they do want, remembering all the time 
that the emergency calls for some legisla­ 
tion, aud that apathy means ruin to all 
concerned.

mond, however, impeaches the Superin­ 
tendents of every American asylum, and 
therefore we think some explanation on the 
subject would be seasonable. The princi­ 
ple of non-restraint is so thoroughly vindi­ 
cated by practice in Europe that no other 
system can now be regarded as having any 
raison d'etre, and we should consequently 
be pleased to learn that the California asy­ 
lums are conducted on this method. 
THE REPUBLICANS IN THE LEGISLA­ 
TURE. 


In the last number of the International 
Review Dr. Hammond has an article ou 
the treatment of the insane, in w hich he 
asserts that we are behind all other civilized 
countries in this matter. He states that the 
use of restrictive agencies, which has long 
been completely abandoned in the asylums 
of England and the Continent generally, is 
still retained in most, if not all, the asy­ 
lums of the United States. 
His most 
curious assertion, however, is that Ameri­ 
can Superintendents of Insane Asylums 
hold a theory that though non-restraint 
may do very well iu Europe, it is impossi­ 
ble here, because of climatic and physical 
differences. 
“ Thus,” he says, “ at a 
“ meeting of the Association of Superin- 
“ tendents, Dr. Wilkins, the President, 
“ gravely told his fellow-members that he 
“ supposed if anything had been settled to 
“ the satisfaction of members of this As­ 
sociation, it is that in this country our 
“ patients, by original temperament, or by 
“ some inherent quality of the universal 
“ Yankee, will not submit to the control 
“ of any person they consider their equal 
“ or inferior so readily as to that of me- 
“ chanical appliances.” Dr, Bucknill was 
very much surprised at this kind of argu­ 
ment, the more so as he remembered that 
it had been used in England and France 
aud Germany before. To the observer of 
American progress, or indeed of any pro­ 
gress, it will, however, not seem astonish­ 
ing. For is it not the familiar argument with 
which politicians and amateur economists 
have sought to rally patriotic imbecility to 
the standards of fossilism and fallacy, lo 
these many years? When Mr. Pig-iron 
Kelly tells us that though Free Trade has 
made England great, yet it would not do 
for America because there are special dif­ 
ferences in the situation of the countries'; 
when Mr. De La Matyr tells us that though 
irredeemable paper has proved a disastrous 
fallacy everywhere else, yet it is the very- 
best kind of money for the United States ; 
when the Chicago Tribune declares that 
though the law of Gresham has always op­ 
erated everywhere else, yet in this country 
there is no ground for apprehending that 
an inferior currency would drive out a su­ 
perior one; when the “ Stalwarts” tell 
us that though Civil Service Reform an­ 
swers admirably in England, it is not cal­ 
culated for these latitudes ; when any 
quack or demagogue comes forward to ad­ 
vocate some nostrum whc9e worthlessness 
ha3 been exposed over and over again, in 
short, he is sure to employ the formula 
which the Associated Superintendents ap­ 
pear to have adopted so naturally and inno­ 
cently. In effect the argument is the last 
refuge of beaten toryism. When every 
reason fails, and the badness of an old 
method and the goodness of a new 
one stand demonstrated, it is the almost 
inevitable subterfuge of the advocates of 
fossilism. Of course it has no more founda­ 
tion in fact in the case of the insane than it 
has in any other regard. American luna­ 
tics are as other lunatics, neither more nor 
less violent. They are in every respect as 
capable of restraint without violence or 
mechanical appliances as are the people of 
any other country, and it may safely be 
concluded that the real motive of those 
who contend for the fossil view is to 
save trouble in increased attendance. 
We are, however, specially interested in 
this matter, because we wish to know how 
our own Superintendents, Drs. Shnrtleff 
and Wilkins, stand on the general proposi­ 
tion. We have had reason to believe that 
in the treatment of the insane California 
was fully abreast of the age. Dr. Ham­ 


We desire to suggest to the Republicans 
in the Legislature the apparently obvious 
consideration that they were not sent here 
to set up an opposition to Kearneyism in 
the demagogic line, and that they would 
never have been elected had not the peo­ 
ple believed that they would pursue a con­ 
servative policy. We should have thought 
that the most purblind politician could see 
that the disastrous effects of Kc-arneyism, 
as illustrated both in and out of the new 
Constitution, must iu the near future ren­ 
der that kind of policy thoroughly odious 
to the voters of California. Depend upon 
it, the Sandlottcrs have had their day, and 
those who desire to escape the judgment 
that will be visited upon them by an in­ 
jured and outraged community must avoid 
taking them for a pattern. It is a fact of 
which we have ampie evidence that a very 
strong and growing sentiment of disgust 
is being engendered by the tendency of 
many Republican members to demagogism. 
Of these men, who were elected expressly 
that they might counteract the communis­ 
tic element, not a few have seemed ambi­ 
tious to emulate the reckless legislation of 
the Sandlotters. As the Republican party 
will lie held responsible for the legislation 
of this winter, and as it is of the utmost 
importance that the party should be able to 
enter the approaching campaign with a 
strong record, the danger of slich coquet­ 
ries is very considerable. For some time 
to come public attention in this State must 
be directed to the restoration of confidence 
aud the elimination of communism, and 
the party which affords the strongest 
guarantees against the evils which have 
almost paralyzed the community, will then 
be the favorite. If the Republican mem­ 
bers possess any sagacity they will trim 
their sails accordingly. Nothing is to be 
gained by a rivalry in demagogism with the 
Keameyites, but very much is to be 
jeopardized by such a programme. 
TEE NEED OF A STATE CONSTABULARY. 
The other day, at Anaheim, seven 
masked men rode up to a store, bound and 
gagged all who were in it. and rode off 
with the contents of the safe, consisting of 
several hundred dollars. It is probable 
that these robbers will escape capture, be­ 
cause the local authorities are uot strong 
enough to take lip the pursuit. 
Had 
the State Constabulary law been in 
operation, however, trained and picked 
men would have been on the trail of 
the robbers before now, aud'they would 
have been followed wherever they went 
until they were brought to bay and 
taken. So long as there is no spe­ 
cial force available for dealing with 
bold 
crimes 
like this, they 
will 
continue, and the smaller villages and 
settlements must always be exposed to 
such sudden raids. It is to be hoped that 
the Legislature will realize the necessity 
of such a police force as has been pro­ 
posed. The State cannot afford to let the 
list of unpunished crimes which have been 
committed within the past few years go 
abroad as an evidence alike of her barbar­ 
ism and stolidity. No community can 
prosper which neglects the paramount 
duty of protecting the lives and property 
of its citizens. Hitherto we have had 
much more regular taxation than protec­ 
tion. It is time the duty of the Govern­ 
ment was recognized, and we know of no 
way by which it can be more effectively 
performed in this connection than by the 
creation of the proposed State Constabu­ 
lary. 
A NIHILIST MANIFESTO. 
What purports to be a Nihilist manifesto 
has been published. It justifies the recent 
attempt to blow» up the Czar and the 
Imperial family, and announces that de­ 
signs against his life will not be abandoned 
until he abdicates, or grants a Constitution, 
Tli2re is another contingency which the 
Nihilists do not seem to have considered, 
and that is the contingency of his death in 
consequence of the success of one of their 
plot9. Should he be killed it is quite out 
of the question to suppose that his suc­ 
cessor would grant aConstitution, and should 
he abdicate the Nihilists would be no 
better off than at present. 
It seems, 
however, that they have at last made 
something like a definite statement as 
to what they want. 
It is, a Constitu­ 
tion. The Czar might easily give them 
one which would prove of very little 
use to them. He might reasonably ask 
what kind of a Constitution they want, 
and we venture to say that such a question 
would not be easily answered, since it is 
very doubtful whether they have really 
gone so far as to formulate a clear policy. 
The cry of “ a Constitution,” however, 
serves them as a pretense, ami evidently 
they do not intend to hesitate for more 
plausible watchwords. 
Their vagueness 
and uncertainty of purpose make it the 
more difficult to deal with them, and the im­ 
placable fierceness of their pursuit renders 
the position of the Czar intolerable. If 
they do not succeed in blowing him up or 
shooting him, they will yet kill him 
through his nervous system. 


THE CHINESE QUESTION AT WASH­ 
INGTON. 
A Washington dispatch states that the 
settlement of the Chinese question there 
has been very much embarassed by the 
turbulent proceedings ot the San Francisco 
Kearneyites. Public opinion at the East, 
which was almost prepared to accept the 
California view of the Chinese question, 
has suffered a reaction, and the Federal 
Government has taken alarm at what it is 
disposed to interpret as an attempt at 
intimidation. There is nothing surprising 
in this news. In fact, it is the only in­ 
telligence that could have reasonably- 
been expected. The Sandlotters have done 
their very best to prevent the accomplish­ 
ment of any good for themselves by 
their foolish threats and bluster. They have 
given the Chinese question a set-back at 
Washington which our representatives feel 
already, and it is to be feared that a good 
deal of the work of persuasion will have to 
be done all over again, in consequence. If 
this kind of progtamme is pursued much 
longer by the Keameyites it will have to 


be concluded that they do not really desire 
the Chinese to go, after all their demonstra­ 
tions, for it is very certain that they have 
thus far taken the best possible methods to 
prevent the Government from entering into 
any negotiations with China for that pur­ 
pose.

_ Santa Crcz, March 5th.—In conform­ 
ity with the order of the Supreme 
Court, Charles Colby was executed at 
Santa Cruz to-day at 2 P. M. A vast 
concourse was pre-ent to witness the 
execution, numbering some 1,500 persons. 
The execution passed off peaceably ami 
quietly, Colby apparently the least excited of 
any in the crowd. H .s neck was not broken, 
owing to the slipping of the rope, and he 
consequently died by slow strangulation, his 
chest heaving in regular intervals for some 
twelve minutes. Otherwise he showed no 
struggles. The following was left by Colby 
for publication : 
S anta C r c z, March 5, 18S0. 
To the People of the State of (.'a ¡fomia—Friends : 
1 have hcen illegally and unjustly executed upon 
perjured testimony and the fraudulent administra­ 
tion of the Courts. My conviction was to all apocar- 
anee premeditated, in order to eater to the depraved 
nature of the turbulent mob element of tins com­ 
munity. I was not aware that I had committed a 
crime, if self-defense is legitimate. The witnesses 
stand branded before society, the angel world and 
the Divine D uty as perjurers, as they furnished the 
basis fur my unjust persecution. I was misrepre­ 
sented and improperly defended by attorneys, from 
which an over ambitious prosecution and an over 
zealous jury took their cue. With compassion I for­ 
give, knowing that retributive justice wil in time 
overtake all concerned 
Your ignorance and blind­ 
ness has been your weakness, for which you are to 
be pitied.

Commit no judicial 
murders, for the deathless love of freedom, the ma­ 
jesty of right in ail kindred and all nations is rising 
in its might, and words of solemn warning come from 
the opprestd, if righteous blood be sbe-L Kush not 
blindly on the future. Heed ihe lessons of the past, 
for the feeble and the faithful are the conquerors 
at last. 
If my unjust s o rifice has been the means 
of benefiting humanity in forever abolishing an un­ 
just law, I shall feel greatly compensated. I earn­ 
estly thank ex-L'hief .Justice Wallace for so elabo­ 
rately dis enting from the decision, ther by proving 
that lie possessed judicial inspiration.

CAPITOL NOTES. 


Both houses of the Legislature and the 
galleries and lobbies were well filled yester­ 
day and continued throughout the day. Both 
houses also held eveuiug sessions, when a still 
larger attendance was present, the principal 
point of interest in the evening being in the 
Senate, where several speeches were made 
upon questions of privilege, in which consid­ 
erable interest was manifested. 
M ost of the 
seats not occupied by members upon the floor 
were seated with ladies, and but for the fact 
that the business before the house was being 
conducted by the members it might easily 
have been mistaken for a woman’s rights as­ 
sembly. 
The Superintendent of Public Instruction 
having been deluged with letters from all 
parts of the State for some time past, in rela­ 
tion to teachers’ certificates which were ex­ 
piring since the “irst of January, and with 
no present authority to renew them, a bill 
was yesterday introduced in the Senate and 
read the second time, with a view to imme­ 
diate passage, to prevent the necessity of 
closing schools from want of certificates for 
teachers, as no teachtr can draw pay for 
tim e not covered by a certificate. 
The hill is 
entitled “ An A ct to continue in operation 
the public schools of this State,” and reads 
as follow s: 
Section 1. The County Superintendent of Schools 
of each and every county in the State is hereby eni- 
pow red to issue a temporary certifieste to each 
teacher whose certificate has expired or shali expire 
between the 1st day of January, 1SS0, and tile 1st 
day of June, lsSO. The certificate so granted shall 
he of the same grade as the one in place of which it 
is issued, and shall be valid onie until the first 
m eeting of the li s ir) w hich shali be com petent to 
issue teachers’ certificate.. 
Section J. This Act shall take effect immediately. 
The bill will come up under special order 
this morning and no doubt pass w ithout de­ 
lay, as a m atter of urgency. 
Mr. Gatfey will offer iu the Assembly the 
following concurrent resolution concerning 
the duty on paper, and urge its eariy con­ 
sideration : 
Be it resolved by the Assembly, the Sena'e 
(in­ 
curring, That our Senators and Representatives in 
Congress are hereby reque-ted to use their best 
efforts to obtain the repeal of the statutes imposing 
duty on paper imported into this country, as such 
tariff enables speculators by designing schemes and 
combinations to advance the price of th at article, 
thereby increasing the cost of newsp pers. books 
and other channels of inform ation, to the great in­ 
jury of the ntass.s of our people and the cause of 
education. 


WHAT A WO.iKINGMAN THINKS. 


Sacramento I nvention.—-John F. W hyte, 
of this city, has invented and applied for let­ 
ters patent for an instrum ent to enable pieces 
of cheese to be cut of any exact weight de­ 
sired. I t is applicable also to ascertain the 
weight of any triangular part of any circular 
body of which the whole weight and the true 
diam eter is known, 
i t cons sts of four brass 
bars, slotted, hinged together and arranged 
to slide upm each other, so as to constantly 
form an isosceles triangle. 
The base or arc 
piece is graduated so as to be set to inches 
and tenths, while the side or radii pieces are 
graduated to inches and eighths. 
The diam- 
ter being given, and multiplied by the con­ 
stant number 3.1410 gives the circumference 
and this product; divided by the weight gives 
the length of the base or arc in inches and 
decimals for one pound. 
This length is set 
off on the base bars, and half the diameter 
being radius the radii pieces are set similarly, 
when the figure inclosed by the bars thus set 
gives the size and shape of the piece to be 
cut.

A LIVELY CASE.

affidavit, hut whether they’ had a quarrel in 
arranging the details or merely agreed to dis­ 
agree is not known.

fendant returned to the Court-room, a n ­ 
nounced 
that he 
had 
discharged 
his 
attorneys 
and 
moved 
to 
have 
the 
name of his new counsel. Grove L. Johnson, 
substituted for them ,and asked fora continu­ 
ance until that gentleman could be present. 
Tlte prosecuting attorneys, however, were un­ 
willing that this should be done, as it seemed 
improbable th at the services of Mr. Johnson 
had been secureti. The Court, however, took 
a recess until the defendant could go to the 
Senate Chamber aud return with his attor­ 
ney. 
No 
sooner 
had 
he 
started for 
the Capitol than 
the opposing 
parties 
hurried 
away 
and 
secured 
a 
hack. 
The defendant had the start, hut though he 
made the distance iu almost unequaled time, 
the speed of horses was greater than nature 
had endowed him with, and the attorneys 
were the first to catch the Senatorial ear. 
They were informed hy .Mr. Johnson that he 
had not been solicited to act on behalf of the 
defendant, hut the latter soon put in an ap­ 
pearance, and secured the services of »the 
¡Senator. 
The parties, without the new a t­ 
torney, then returned to the Court, and the 
recess was prolonged until after the Senate 
adjourned, when the defendant’s attorney 
appeared and the fight began anew.

CLEVELAND, 
Cleveland (O.), M arch 5th.—A t 1 o’clock 
this morning a gale commenced, accompanied 
hy thunder anil lightning, blowing thirty- 
tnree miles, and suddenly raised to a velocity 
of forty-eight. 
I t did great damage. 
M any 
chimneys, fences, signs and trees were blown 
down. 
A brick wall two feet thick, on 
Broadway, was blown over, and several small 
frame buildings were wrecked. 
The $300 
plate-glass front in Odd Fellows’ block, on 
Pearl street, was ruined. 
The Cleveland 
Female Seminary, on Woodland avenue, was 
half unroofed and part of the upper west wall 
toru off. 
About seventy young ladies were 
sleeping in the institution. 
The roof of the 
new brick wire-mill of the Cleveland Rolling 
Mill Company, in the Eighteenth W ard, was 
uplifted ami one end of the wall blown iu on 
the workmen, killing Julius Brown and se­ 
verely injuring several others. 


INDIANAPOLIS. 


I n d i a n a p o l i s , M arch 5th.—A terrific tor­ 
nado passed over this city last night. A large 
number of houses were unroofed, chimneys 
blown down and trees uprooted. 
The Cen­ 
tral Avenue M ethodist « Lurch was almost 
entirely demolished. 
One dwelling house 
was lif ted from its foundation and carried five 
or six feet. 
The inmates of the house es­ 
caped with slight injury. 
Two or three per­ 
sons were seriously injured, but so far as 
known no lives were lost.

THE SITUATION AT NEW YORK. 


N ew Y o r k, M arch 5th.—The papers con­ 
tinue harping on the latest sensation afforded 
by the Chinese arrivals here. 
The Herald 
says : “ Still the Chinese come, and California 
is made poorer hy every one she loses.” 


A FEMALE GO-BETWEEN. 
The same paper publishes a highly spiced 
column of an alleged interview between a re­ 
porter and Mrs. Timothy Sergeant, claiming 
to lie a daughter of Ju an Alvarado, formerly 
Mexican Governor of California. 
Following 
is an e x tra ct: W hile the reporter lingered at 
the door of Woo Kee’s hotel an elegant equi­ 
page arrived and a lady was assisted out by 
an obsequious footman. Ascending the stoop 
the lady began an animated conversation in 
the Chinese language with Woo Kee. 
She 
was visited at her residence, in Twenty-fifth 
street, where she spoke as follows: “ I am 
just now engaged in making arrangements for 
the reception and settlem ent of all the Chinese 
who may be driven from California by K ear­ 
ney and 
Kalloch. 
I 
am not arranging 
any of the details, but will assist in their 
general movements. 
I arrived here about a 
week ago from M ontana, where I have been 
branding some cattle. 
W hen I left San 
Francisco tiie city was in a terrible state. 
The threats of Kearney and his followers 
have stopped up the channels of business, and 
hundreds of business men are preparing to 
leave. 
W hen I left Sau Francisco I de­ 
termined to see what could be done for the 
Chinese 
in 
New 
Y ork. 
I 
find 
that 
there 
is 
an 
ample 
field 
for 
their 
labor 
here, 
and 
1 
have 
sent 
hack 
word to th at effect. 
This morning I re­ 
ceived a telegram fmm Colonel Bee, Chinese 
Vice Consul in California. 
I t contained a 
request that 1 should visit the Chiuese head­ 
quarters and ask the companies and mer­ 
chants to move to the west side of the city. 
The Consul is afraid th at if the Mongolians 
stay among the low classes in the Five Points 
a riot may be precipitated hy any of K ear­ 
ney’s agents who may come to New York, in 
the event of a general exodus of the Chinese 
from San Francisco. 
Woo Kee and his 
neighbors are very uneasy at the hostile 
attitude which owners of leal estate in their 
locality have assumed. 
They sny they will 
not be able to stay long in M ott street unless 
something is done in an official way to pro 
tect them. 
There ought to he a Chinese 
Consul in New York. 
The M inister at 
W ashington knows m thing of the condition 
of his countrymen here. I tried this morning 
to rent two large buildings near M ott street. 
The owner is an Irishm an, and was just finish- 
ingthe bargain when I dropjied a hint th at the 
property would be tenanted by respectable 
Chinamen. 
The owner gave a jum p and 
said : ‘ I'll not take $1,000 a month for the 
property. 
I’d sooner pull it down piece Ly 
piece.’ This is the main difficulty in settling 
the people who come here. 
It is not lack of 
employment, 
but a scarcity of dwelling 
houses. 
There are nearly tw enty California 
ladies who arrived in this eity with me. 
They intend to tit up their establishments 
entirely with Chinese help, and there is no 
doubt that the ladies throughout the metrop­ 
olis will be glad to employ Mongolian domes­ 
tics. 
There are several vessels on their way 
here with cargoes of Orientals. 
Hundreds 
are coming, and within very few days 1 ex­ 
pect their numbers will reach thousands.” 


T h e S ta r M all S e rv ic e . 
CHICAGO, M arch 5th.—The Times' W ash­ 
ington special says : The testimony of Mon­ 
roe Saulsbury, a star-service contractor in 
California, was examined by the House Star 
Route Investigation Committee to-day. 
His 
testimony related to a letter written by him 
to the Senate committee, in which he stated 
that the passage of the bill making an appro­ 
priation to coutinue the star service for the 
last quarter of the current year was accom­ 
plished under extraordinary circumstances 
and by improper influences, and asked that 
committee to give a hearing, which he said 
had been refused hy the House committee. 
His 
testimony 
before 
the 
Senate com­ 
mittee 
was 
taken 
last 
week. 
Sauls­ 
bury had aL«o charged personal interfer­ 
ence to sustain a 
newspaper combina­ 
tion, by which the contractors had refused 
to be blackmailed, which had contributed 
towards securing the passage of the bill. 
He 
was examined by Blackburn, Blouut and 
other members of the investigating commit­ 
tee. 
He acknowledged th at he had no per­ 
sonal knowledge whatever of the existence of 
any such newspaper combination, or of any 
other improper influei.ee having operated to 
secure the pas-age of the bili. 
The only 
foundation he was able to give for the charge 
of attem pted blackmail was th at one Mr. 
Reeside had told him th at he had better go 
and see a cert,.in newspaper correspondent. 
A t the conclusion of Saulsbury’s examination 
Reeside was called, and testified th at it was 
Saulsbnry himself who had expressed a desire 
to have an interview with the newspaper cor­ 
respondent, and that Reeside had never ad­ 


vised Saulsbury to call on the correspondent. 
Saulsbury then again swore th at he had no 
knowledge whatever of the existence of any 
contractors’ ring, or of any newspaper com­ 
bination, and th at he had never contributed 
to form or sustain one. 
He adm itted'th at he 
had paid to his W ashington attorney about 
$10,000, but states th at it was paid for legiti­ 
mate service.

The only pronounced 
and prominent candidate for the Democratic 
nomination who has m ide a record on the 
Chinese question that commends him to the 
people of the Pacific coast is Senator Thur­ 
man. 
He has labored unceasingly in behalf 
of a law to restrict and lim it the immigration 
of Chinese, and for this service the Democrats 
of the Pacific coast have upon different occa­ 
sions expressed a decided preference for him 
as a Presidential candidate. 
The movement 
to make the Chinaman figure iu the coming 
political contest has been inaugurated in Ohio, 
and as Senator Thurman is the candidate of 
his party in th at State, the question arises, Is 
it intended to add to his boom?” 
A member of one County Democratic 
Committee iu Pennsylvania, who is now in 
W ashington, said to-day, “ Tilden has agents 
all through our State working in his interest, 
and they spend money freely in the interest 
of their employer.

ACTORS AND ACTRESSES. 


How to Educate tub Fbelinub. By Charles Bray. 
12mo. S. R. Wells k Co., New York. 
This volume is edited with notes and illus­ 
trations from the third London edition by 
Nelson Sizer, of New York. It treats of 
the mental constitution, the self-protecting 
feelings, the self-regarding feelings, the social 
affections, the moral esthetic and religious 
feelings, and those which give concentration, 
power or permanence to the others, and con­ 
cludes with a consideration of the connection 
of mind with organization, the subjective 
and the objective, and a treatise on the intel­ 
lectual faculties. The treatise is based on 
phrenologic science. Bray’s reputation as an 
analyst of the human faculties has had 
much prominence. He is a countryman and 
a follower of George and Andrew Combe. 
The text is clear, plain and adapted to 
popular 
reading. 
The work is put 
forth by its author—3s throughout it is man­ 
ifest—in the direction of intellectual culture 
and the advancement of the human race in 
all knowledge from which character and hap­ 
piness spring. As the author states it, his 
endeavor is “ to associate the rules of prac­ 
tical education with the principles of what 
we believe to be the truest philosophy of the 
human mind that has yet obtained.” He ad­ 
mits phrenology to be an imperfect science, but 
believes its delineations of the powers of the 
mind suith ictitly faithful to be made the 
basis of a system ot education. These are 
the key-notes to the work, and to those who 
agree with him the work will prove of inter­ 
est. Tne mass of readers, however, will not 
incline to accept his premises as sufficiently 
broad to warrant the founding of so positively 
stated a theory and doctrine as those which 
he maintains.

These are the latest additions to Morley’s 
series, already noticed in these columns. 
W hat Professor Mark Patterson says by way 
of excuse for his book is illustrative largely of 
the reason for the series. “ My excuse,” he 
says, “ for attempting to write of Milton 
after Mr. Masson is that his life is in six vol­ 
umes octavo, with a total of some four to five 
thousand pages. The present outline is writ­ 
ten for a different class of readers—those, 
namely, who cannot afford to know more of 
Mil ton than can be told in some 250 pages.” 
The evident purpose of the series is to present

ter upon it. 
Tin? CmuusntY or Common Lifr. By the late 
James F. W. Jobuston. New edition; by Arthur 
Herbert Church. 1 vol.; 8vo. New York: 1). 
Appleton k Co. 
This work first appeared some twenty-five 
years ago, when au acquaintance with the 
advancing science of the day was the almost 
exclusive possession of a select class. It had 
much to do with the popularization of science, 
and brought the science of chemistry closer to 
the understanding of the masses, simplifying 
many of its intricacies, and smoothing many 
of its thorny ways. Professor Johnston’s 
book very soon became a popular one, because 
of his simple and familiar methods of present­ 
ing facts and of reasoning. Professor Church 
has brought the work down to the present 
time, revised and enlarged it, and made it 
even more acceptable than before. It is now’ 
profusly illustrated. It should Ire iu every 
family, treating as it does of every article of 
food iu use, giving the constituents of each, 
the best methods of use, the nutritive quali­ 
ties of different kinds of food, and also treat­ 
ing of the physiology of the body, of hygiene, 
of sanitation, etc.

A young Frenchman, who is bidding his 
friend adieu as he departs for] America, is 
unwillingly carried to sea, and in his efforts 
to get back to France is on first this ship and 
that one, and driven hither and thither, 
plunged into adventures and astonished by 
strange peoples and scenes. The story, 
French in every particular, is interlarded 
with hundreds of scraps of geographical and 
aautical knowledge, which gives the book 
considerable value as an appetizer to deeper 
reading, while the narrative itself is full of 
interest and humor, and serves well for an 
idle hour.

This is a second edition, revised and en­ 
larged, of what has proven to be a very use­ 
ful book, according to botanists of this State, 
who are warm in their commendations.

This little volume is by the author of “ Sea­ 
shore and Prairie.” It is a well-told, simply- 
written story for children, which interests, 
instructs, cultivates their better feelings, and 
awakens their best sympathies. 
From Oliver Ditson & Co. (Boston) we 
have “ The American Anthem Book,” by A. 
N. Johnson, J. H. Tenney and A. J. Abbey. 
The first thing a choir leader would notice in 
turning over the leaves of this candidate for 
the “ ministry of song in the sanctuary” is, 
its freshness and newness. Everything is 
written especially for the book, and, with the 
exception of four or five arrangements of 
good music, there does not seem to be any­ 
thing at all that has been published hereto­ 
fore. Now it is quite a formidable task to 
prepare a hundred or more new anthems, 
which are all not to exceed a certain degree 
of difficulty, which are to have a great va­ 
riety, and to be all spirited and pleasing. The 
oomposers, however, seem to have done this, 
and have given a collection which is of excel­ 
lent character'. 
“ Sebastian Strome ” is the title of Julian 
Hawthorne’s latest novel. It has been read 
with a keen appreciation of its strength and 
vigor ; yet, like most of this writer’s stories, 
it hardly fulfills expectation. He opens his 
navels with such power as raise hopes seldom 
gratified.

SOMETHING ABOUT THE 
PEOPLE CF 
THE STAGE. 


W hat Our 
Correspondent Thinks 
of 
Some of the Folks Behind 
the Footlights. 


S a n F r a n c is c o , M a rc h 3 , 1 8 8 0 . 
I have been thinking what I ini^ht 
write that would especially interest 
“ Sybil ” and her friends, and yesterday a 
little vision of myself, when I was a small 
country girl, flashed* across me and gave 
me my cue. I saw myself standing in di­ 
lapidated shoes and a calico apron eating a 
cracker and listening in awe to the con­ 
versation goiDg on between two other girls. 
I wonder if those other girls remember 
it as well as I do. W e were in the 
alley-way at the side of the Orleans 
Hotel in Placerville, which hotel was 
then in my eyes equal in gorgeous­ 
ness to the Crystal Palace, and the con­ 
versation was about a company of theat­ 
rical folk who had come to town and put 
up at the Orleans. Now I had never seen 
an actor in all rny little life, so the subject 
was an immense one to me, and I listened 
with all my ears to the various items of 
how the head actress was called a “ star 
of how the biggest actor looked ; of how 
there was a child belonging to the com­ 
pany who traveled about with them every­ 
where ; and then I was stricken dumb at 
being told that when they were killed on 
the stage they used “ red flannel for blood.” 
When I came to San Francisco I had been 
to a theater just once, and then I saw 
James Stark in the play of “ Napoleon,” 
and the curdling awe of that communica­ 
tion about red flannel still thrilled me. 
The thought that comes to me is perhaps 
that “ Sybil ” may be interested to know of 
TWO OR THREE THEATRICAL FOLK 
I have known—not folk of world-wide 
greatness or fame, perhaps, but people who 
have done faithful, honest work in their 
profession, who have been successful witli 
the public, some of them, or unsuccessful 
as it may have happened, My first ac­ 
quaintance came by an accident. She was 
a young lady with pretty, dark eyes, be­ 
longing to the well-known Chapman fam­ 
ily, a friend of a friend of mine and passing 
our house they happened in. She seemed 
to me at a great distance from me, a different 
person altogether, but very nice and very 
charming. She sat down to the piano and 
sang a little ballad with no particular voice, 
but with a good deal of style, and by and 
by the two went away. The next morning 
my sisters and eousins and aunts were 
blank at the thought of having had an ac­ 
tress in the parlor. Indeed, 1 am not sure 
but the parlor next day received a thor­ 
ough dusting and sweeping, but, in spite of 
all, the young girl came again and yet 
again, and by and by the prejudice against 
her died away. No. 2 was an actor—a 
real live alligator I could not have 
regarded with more of reverence. He also 
called with a lady friend. He must have 
seen the admiration trembling iu my eyes, 
and been amused thereat, and I should not 
wonder if it had delighted him thus to be 
regarded as a little god. At any rate I 
went to the theater with him by and by, 
feeling a weight of guilt upon my soul, and 
I laugh now to think how he must have 
laughed to see me tremble at the thought 
of g ing anywhere with au actor. To do 
my best to rescue him from perdition I 
took him to prayer-meeting afterward, and 
seated him between a hard-shell deacon 
and a horrified member of my own family, 
and was surprised to learn that for some 
years he had gone to Sab'ath-school in 
that very church. He went away pretty 
soon, and wrote me a letter, which I held 
for some time at arm’s length, like a burn­ 
ing brand. It had amused him probably 
to write it to the foolish little girl that I 
was, aDd I deserved to be laughed at w ell; 
but, oh ! heavens, how my illusion was 
dispelled. His writing was cramped and 
poor, and one word was spelled with two 
l’s where there should have been but one. 
My ideal was shattered at once, and to the 
best of my remembrance the letter was 
never answered. . 
ONE DAY IN THE CAP. 
I met a gentleman with Miss Carro True, 
the Oakland favorite. 
She was a plain 
young girl who carried flowers in her hand, 
and I had met her a number of times be­ 
fore. She was then an attendant at the 
Denmjn School, and one of the teachers 
had remarked to me that there was a girl 
of that name whose papers in the examina­ 
tion had attracted her notice. She said 
they were true all the way through—just 
as much pains shown in the last page as in 
the fair first one. Carro is just as con­ 
scientious now when she dances an Irish 
jig or comes out as a Dutch women as she 
was then about her examination papers. 
The gentleman that day with her in the 
car asked me to go and see a lady living 
near me who was dying of cancer in the 
breast, and who would be glad to have 
me visit her. 
Said he: “ Her name 
is known to the public as Belle Devine; 
she was an 
actress, but she is a 
woman.” I found her in one of these 
city tenements, in a back room, up 
two flights of stairs, with her daughter 
and her little boy, and thereafter saw her 
frequently. Nearly always she lay, dressed, 
upon her bed, always cheerful, and always 
glad to see me as I ran in. She had flowers 
always about her, for it was flower season, 
and they stood in a porcelain pitcher on a 
little stand where she could put her hand 
to them. She drew aside her dress once 
and showed me her shrunken breast, the 
fearful cancer feeding upon it and eating 
her life away. Many and many a tale she 
told me of her experiences, her hopes, her 
failures, her triumphs, her dresses, her 
songs, her studies, ar.d the dangers that 
He thick in the path of young actresses. 
By the aid of the Methodist Church South, 
a struggling little congregation on Minna 
street, she was going East to a doctor, who 
could cure her without the knife. When 
she went away she looked about for some­ 
thing to give me, but her room was bare 
enough and she must have had little enough 
to spare. Her eye lit upon a bunch of 
honey suckle perfuming the little, old 
pitcher, and so, with an apology and a kiss 
of farewell, she gave me the flower and the 
dish. She sent me a letter from Boston, 
the most resigned, patient letter, to tell 
me the doctor had refused her case and she 
was 
MAKING READY TO DHL 
I answered it, but she died before it 
reached her hand. My acquaintance with 
that dying actress dropped the glamour 
and tie soales from my eyes, and made me 
see the woman in all other actresses. I 
had seen an actress cheerful in poverty, I 
had seen her scant of friends, I had seen 
her weighed with griefs, I had even kissed 
her lips and taken farewell of her just this 
Bide of death—henceforth to me, by the 
death of Belle Devine, all actresses should 
have the benefit of their womanhood. It 
was some months after this when an invita­ 
tion was sent me to call upon Annie Pix- 
lev, then not long married. 1 spent au 
evening with her, and found her a charm­ 
ing Httle person with dark eyes and short, 
curling hair, very chatty and pleasant, and 
moreover, she wore a bonny blue-flannel 
jacket, and looked quite the housewife. 
She had ju3t come down from Oregon, 
where she had been traveling about with 
her sister Mary, since married to a wealthy 
Oregonian. 
She said she loved going 
about the country and playing here 
and there far better than city en­ 
gagements, and she liked housekeep­ 
ing, too; she liked to cook and be about 
among the dishes. Now she has grown in 
stature and in reputation, and the Pacific 
coast is proud to claim her since the East 
has risen before her with applause. It was 
a modest beginning she made, but she has 
grown an earnest woman, whose heart is in 
her work. She studies the stage closely, 


and when among the audience looks to 
learn new business and catch points where- 
ever they appear. Her sister Mary, for­ 
merly reckoned the better actress, has lost 
all interest in her old profession, and when 
she goes to the theater it is for amusement, 
just as you or I would go. A neighbor of 
mine, a mother in the church, as generous- 
hearted, open-handed, sweet-souled woman 
as ever lived, had a Bhort stage experience, 
but it is one upon which she looks back 
with pleasure. She was married at 15 
and had one child, when she indulged her­ 
self in elocutionary training under an 
actress who had retired from the stage, 
and who was an intimate friend of James 
Stark. 
The young pupil evinced such 
talent that Mr. Stark was invited to hear 
her one day, and was so pleased that he 
read with her Pygmalion to Galatea. 
Judge of her surprise to be called shortly 
after to a position as support to 
” 
■“ 
THE LEADING LADY 
Of his company, a position which she re­ 
fused, believing herself incapable, but was 
finally persuaded to accept. She rose to 
leading lady to her own utter astonish­ 
ment, and played Pauline to his Claude 
Melnotte and like characters. Her name 
was Isabel Hamlin ; perhaps some one may 
remember her. “ And did you ever play 
at Placerville ? I asked eagerly, thinking 
that she might have been the Josephiue, 
possibly, that first night when I went to 
the (theater. “ Ah, yes, indeed,” she an- 
swe-ed. “ I always remember Placerville, 
because I was there mistaken for Mrs. 
Stark, her name having been billed and 
sent on. My trunks at the hotel were 
even sent at first to Mr. Stark’s room 
under the misapprehension.” She received 
$70 per- week, but she says it went as fast 
as it came. A t the expiration of two 
years and a half she was under engagement 
to appear in San Francisco with Charles 
W'heatleigh, and her career was thus as­ 
sured, but the nurse on whom she depend­ 
ed was taken sick, and, as she had now 
two little girls, she threw up her engage­ 
ment and stayed at home. Once lost, the 
place was never regained, and she often" 
looks back with regret to the day when 
she left the stage. In the end, she says, 
she could have done more, much more, for 
her children ; she could have done justice 
to herself and made them proud to be 
daughters of their mother. She would not 
lose her grip again if her hands were once 
more on the rope. One day a chirping, 
cricket-like little holly came hopping into 
my parlor. It was 
ALICE KINGSBURY, 
• 
Just from the South, via Philadelphia. By 
turns she has been wife, mother, actress, 
authoress, artist, sculptress, and now she 
chirps away as cheerily as she ever did in 
the zenith of her fame. W ith a world of 
faith in herself and belief in broad hu­ 
manity, and with ever a charitable- word 
for sister woman and brother man, shejlives 
a life of peacefulness and retirement scarce 
a block away from me. I once knew one 
of the funny women of the stage—the old 
maid, fishwoman, outlandish, ridiculously 
dressed character that convulses one with 
laughter whenever she appears. Twice 
married she had never a child., although it 
was the one desire of her lite, and for days 
and days she would have with her the lit­ 
tle girl of a friend ; she would make her 
pretty dresses, and delight to fondle and 
caress her. 
And yet to hear that hard 
twang of hets echo through the Cali­ 
fornia Theater one never would have 
thought 
of 
little children. 
That 
reminds of a graceful and bright little girl 
that died, the child of Kate Denin and 
John Wilson. I remember the day she 
gave away her breath—what a blot seerned 
over the morning, what a hush seemed to 
lie outside around the house. Often as 1 
have seen John Wilson and lvate Denin in 
the characters that crowd the stage, I can 
only think of them since then as father aud 
mother grieving for the little girl that died. 
“ She looked like a little May Queen,” 
said the mother to me, speaking of the 
beauty ot death and the flowers touching 
its check, and the small grave in Lone 
Mountain, month in and month out, is 
kept like a flower-laden throne for that lit­ 
tle dead Queen of the May. Love never 
lets the vines wither nor the blossoms 
fade, and tender tears fall often upon Ma­ 
mie’s headstone. Place us how you will, 
assuredly the same joys’ and the same 
griefs visit each, and we are sister and 
brother every one.

WIRE 
BOOK-SEWING 
MACHINES. 


H ugo Bilgram read a paper a t one of the 
late m eetings of the Franklin In stitu te on 
th is subject, in which he affirmed th a t the 
su b stitution of wire for thread, which these 
■•achines successfully accomplish, m arks 
th e next step forw ard th a t has lately been 
H ade in book-m aking. 
He referred especi­ 
ally to a m achine w hich had been exhibited 
in operation before th e In stitu te, which 
acted on th e principle of producing a num ­ 
ber of U -shaped wire staples, which are 
driven from th e inside of each section of 
th e book through the back, and through 
one w ide or several narrow bands of a 
stro n g linen or cotton fabric, whereqpon 
th e projecting ends of the staples are 
clinched over, thus effecting a firm connec­ 
tio n betw een the sheets of the section and 
th e band or bands covering the back of the 
book. 
The machine fastens a section at 
each revolution of the main shaft, and may 
be run a t the rate of 40 to 43 revo­ 
lutions per m inute, and th e book-sec­ 
tions, partly opened, being fed by the 
•p erato r upon a table which carries the 
sheet in position to be sewed. The speaker 
pointed out th a t the advantages of this 
mode of binding, as com pared w ith hand- 
binding, were greater strength, flexibility 
and durability, and a decided saving in la­ 
bor, inasmuch as one operator, w ith th e 
■ achine, was enabled to tu rn ou t as much 
w ork as five to eight workm en by hand­ 
w ork. 
The rusting of th e w ire staples is 
avoided by using tinned iron. 
These m i- 
chines, it was affirmed, have been in tro ­ 
duced w ith m uch success in Europe, there 
being a t th a t tim e no less than 150 of them 
in use in England, Belgium, France and 
G erm any, and elsew here. 
T .iey have been 
adopted by the G overnm ent binders of E n­ 
gland anil th e U uited States, w ith the re­ 
su lt of considerably cheapening th e cost of 
binding and im proving its quality. 
The 
m achine binding, it w as also noticed, had 
been found to be especially valuable in th e 
m anufacture of blank books, and the adop- 
tio u of m achine-w ork for this branch of 
m anufacture 
in G erm any had 
already 
caused a reduction in the selling price of 
such goods.

th at.” McClellan hail written three days after the 
battle to Porter : 
“ Fur my sake, and the country's 
>-akc, be faithful to Pope.” It was bad taste tor 
Southern Congressmen, who had fought us openly 
and bravely, to restore a man whom we had kicked 
out of our own army for misconduct. 
He protested 
ag.inst rehabilitating Porter as a great crime and 
extravagance, and an illegal proceeding.
